Ifa part of the body decline its office and 
performance of duty, acts perverfly and inordi- 
ately 5 the mifchief {tops not there , but other 
parts alfo are perverted thereby, and drawn in- 
to confent : likewife if one Asewber of State be 
fick of tranquillity and peace , be difturbed at 
the Government , and begins to be diffenting, 
difobedient or mutinous, ten’ to one but this in- 
feGion begets another of the fame mind, and fa- 
ion, and the fecoud makes a third, and thus 
the malignity {preads.. 
~ When any part of the body begins to fail and: 
be out of order, it feldom {tops at its firft de- 
gree of declenfion , but makes a progrefs from’ 
bad to’ werfe , if not rémedied and prevented ; 
So a Member of State begins to be diftempered, 
firlk with défeontent, afterwards anger and wa-

contemptuovs and drunken’, little notice is ta= 
ken thereof} as tothe publick detriment and ‘in

‘Us time at the firft appearance or difcovery to

Asthe member is iw office, dignity and power, 

greater or lets, the care, infpection’ and’ regard 
thereto is to be had accordingly, being of gréat- 
er or lefs concern; and yet no part fo mean ag 
to be contemned or flighted, for a pain but in 
the Tve, may tamifie,inflane and gangrene, ene 
dangering the whole body ; and a Fifher-marj 
of Naples, beginning but witha Tumult of Boys, 
thereby fubverted the Government , aiid ufurpé 
the Power. ; 
But to quit the Azalogie and profecuté dis 
reCily the: fubje& propoféd 3 here is firft Paix 
Which moft commonly isthe leader 5 a fignal of 
warning of a defe@ion or difturbance in: the 
part where it is feated’s which although fomes 
times it vanifheth and comies to nothing, yer i¢ 
isnot fo always, but often otherwife 3 for’ ei 
ther by the continuance in a remifs and low de: 
gree , or by {peedy advancing to extremity, i¢ 
ulhers in other confequents of great concerns’ 
ment and fear, and fometimes fatal. 

The greate/t Difeafes have fall begimings 
and feemingly contemptible 5 yet by timé and’ 
neglect, or by unfit and improper means; or 
managemefit, they arrive toa formidable: 
height, and become mortal: Obfa principiie 
is good counfél; the beginnings of evil are to 
be checke, left they grow too’ big to be mattered 


| and beconie irremediable. Ba i

If pazz feize'a part here or there, you know 

not what'will follow, nor by what gradual {teps 
it Will advance, what progrefs it will make, and 
what the iffue and event of all. 
If pain. begins , Inflammation or Tumor or 
both may follow, and perhaps not {top there, ex- 
cept prevented by a prudent courfe to obviate 
the mifchief.. . 

And further, if a part Or member be difabled, 
or put out of its office and the rectitude of its 
function by paiz and anguifh, the detriment 
does not reft ere only, but other parts are 
drawn into confent , they fare the worfe for it, 
and by time the whole 1s become a fufferer and 
made fenfible of that prejudice. And every 
ones experience by the death or long Janguifh- 
ing difeafes of their Relations, Friends or Ac- 
quaintance can teftifie this truth 5 how {mall 
their complaints were at firft, what little appea- 
rance their infirmities did make, how unfufpect- 
ed the progre/s, and fuch an evext, or the arrival 
to fuch a height how. unexpected and therefore 
not fo timely, not fo prudently and carefully ap- 
plied to for help and remedy. 

A faall pain begins, greater comeson, and 
that’s. a ground-work for Izflammation, and 
this moft likely to-beget a Teor, which if not 
difcufied in time, and the anguith of the Arche- 
ws or vital principle appeafed; a {cirrhows hard« 
nefs is fixed there, cancerows or otherwifes: or 
it degenerates into purulent matter and apofte- 


mates s it {tays not long in that capacity, but. 
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Inflammations, Tumors, ¢='c. internal. 5 


it breaks forth and prefents you with an Vicer, 
if the place be in view ; but if not, and the 
part affected be internal and hid, then there will 
be a difcovery or difcharge of matter by fome 
Emunctory or common vent , or fudden death 
muft finifh the courfe : thus every Scene more 
tragical , threatning and more dangerous than 
other. i, 

True it is, that Nature by her own ftruggling 


and endeavors does gu her felf fometimes with-. 


out afliftance and help, and {tops the courfe and 
progres of a difeafe ; but this is hazardous to 
tru{t to .or rely upon; and Providence ufually 
works not wonzders but where the means is 
wanting: your prefumption therefore and neg- 
lect may juftly be chaftifed with a’ {marting 
fenfe of what you flighted , and your contempt 
of means punifhed with the lofs of that , which 
others by good means do frequently obtain. 

As Nature isregular, and obferves her order 
and courfe in a ftate of integrity 5 fo likewifé in 
a preternatural {tate of defeCion, there is fome- 
times a Method and Series, or a gradual pro- 
erefs from one difeafe to another , or a compli- 
cation of difeafes gradative brought and linked 
together 5 that a fagacious forefighted and com: 
pleat Phyfician , feeing one difeafe to prefent it 
felf, looks beyond that, takes a farther profpect, 
and difcovers the train that will follow , know- 
Ing their connexion and dependence upon each 
other; and there is much reafon for it: for, as 
the parts and members confént and comply with 
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6 The Order and Dependence of Pains, 


each other in favity anda ftate of health ; fo 
likewife the members do complain, condole and 
fuffer with each other , and become partners in 
diforder, infirmity and a morbows {tate: for the 


members having a mutual commerce, fupply and — 


help one from another, of neceflity then if one 
be gut of order and defective, the other will be 
difordered thereby, wanting the afliftance of its 
fellow and confort in the common work. 

As every part of the body labours to fupport 
it {elf 5 fo cach endeavors by the duty and office 
impofed by Nature, to maintain the fociety and 
harmony of the whole Corporatio : for every 
part hath fuch dependence upon, and relation to 
each other in the common fafety, that the good 
of one is the benefit of another , and the fuffer- 
ings of one redound to the prejudice of the 
relt 5 and as the part is more zoble and princi- 
pal in office, the fooner is the whole made fen- 
fible of its grief; and a fingle Azalady becomes 
the common calamity, and a publick evil. 

But to come yet clofer to the matter in hand, 


and to illuftrate this Series of Difeafes, the fub- 


get propofed in the front of this Work; and 
that you may know how common this cafe 1s in 
practice, how rarely difcovered , and therefore 
erroncoufly adjudged, and the fata? confequen- 
ces thereof ; which to handle the more diftin@- 
ty and clearly, and to proye more conyincingly 
and unan{werably.I fhall part my Difcourfe into 
three divifions, and raife Arguments under thefe 
three Hypothefés, comprifing the whole {tory of 
ourdefign ts. That 
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Iflammations, Tumors, xc. internal. 


1. That this Series of Pain, Inflammation, 
Tumor,&c. is very common, and the moft fre- 
quent train of mortal Difeafes incident to mans 
body. : 

2., That this progrefs and complication 1s fel- 
dom determined and adjudged , except they 
prefent outwards and are ‘difcevered by the 
eye. 

g. That many curable difeafes or fickneffes 
become mortal; and many thoufands have died 
for, and upon the miftake of not difcerning this 
feries for the cafe; but appointing or adapting 
a courfé of Phyfick by other indications which 
have proved either very iajurious and deftru- 
Give, or at beft of na advawtage to remove the 
difeafe, or retard its courfe. 

To fet forth and. make evident the truth of 


our firft Pofition , you muft know that Paéz' is 


commonly the firlt. sywptom of molt difeafes ; 
and if it does not appear asa leader, yet. very fre- 
quently it comes in early, or foon after the di- 
eafe hath difcovered it felf;, and. few that com- 
plain of ficknefs, but complain of fome p2ix that 
attends it, and this our Practice mult owne and 


confirm: and taking a furvey of the Catalogue: 


of Difeafes belonging to mans Bady, you will 
find no Symptom fo frequently adjoyned and. 
appertaining to them, as that af pain 5 and the 
reafon hereof in part may be this: That all the 
Symptoms of difeafes are: the objets af fen/6 5 
that is, they do come under , or are/difcernable 
by fome of the fenfes 
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amoneft themfelves , are of greater and leffer Ja- 
titude : now paiz belongs to, and is adjudged 
by the fenfe of feelizg only 5 which fenfe is of 
the largeft capacity of all the reft; being ex- 
tended ‘thrqughout the body, even through the 
Organs of all the other fenfes ; whereas the reft 
are confined to particular parts, the Eye, the 
Ear, &c. and have no larger extent or place of 
refidence, (as hereafter we {hall have further oc- 
cafion to difcourfe.) For inftance 5 feeimg may 
difcover what is amifs upon the exterzal parts 
or fuperficies of the body, and difcern what 
comes forth, that it may be adjudged 5 but feel- 
ing takes cognifance of infide and outfide, .and 
what we cannot fee we feel , and are fenfible of 
by paiz, even amongtt the moft fecret and hid- 


den parts of the body: fo that pai# is known 
to be, and does manifeft it {elf , whether it be 
within, or without. Hence it is, that paz is 
the moft ufual and moft frequent Symptom a- 


monett difeates. Eid, 

Pain therefore belonging to this capacious 
fenfe, and being an appertainer thereto, and ha- 
ving admiffion into all its quarters and con- 
fries; no wonder then if paix fo frequently oc- 
curs , and is the moft ufual attendant ; or moft 
troublefom intruder upon the fick. 3 
_ Having thus proved (and might farther con- 
firm it, if needful) that paix is the moft general 
and frequent complaint of the difeafed; we 
fhall proceed‘and inquire farther, how Tumors, 
Inflamuations, &c. do follow thereupon, and

how pain introduceth and ufhers in the reft of 
its fellows, and how paiz is introduced fome- 
times by them 5 and how they appear very often 
with their conforts, having relation to and de- 
pendence upon each other by way of caufation ;

cipal Actors in the Tragedy of moft mortal dit 
eafes, though feldom difcerned. | 
Alortal difeafes 1 {aid ; becaufe where difea- 
fes are {topt in their progrefs, and have not their 
full courfe , but are ‘taken off’ by -effectudl 
means, or great Providence , the links of this 
chain is broken, and then perhaps pain may ex- 
ercife its power fingly and alone for a time, and 
by intervals ; or paix may contrat or aflociate 
a Tamor, and {ometimes an Inflammation, and 
yet all end well; thefe may go off.or be fent off 
by Medicine, and proceed no farther, and the 
Patient recover, of return to a good and found 
{tate of Health: but too often it proves other- 
wile, either by negle& and delay, by improper 
methods and erroneous proceeding, or for want 
of exquifite means, the progrefs goes on gradus 
ally to the laft, and ends with Death. ae 
In this train of Difeafes ; paix for the molt: 
part 1s a leader’, and fometimes a follower 5 but 
feldom miffeth to be the difcoverer. ~ | 
Pain begins and gives the Alarm, difeovering 
a diforder or difeafe in this or that internal a 
hidden part of the body § gives warning bes 
times,’ and implores aid : ‘but none ¢ 
lealt not fufficient a

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nues, as the caufe is yet remaining : if the help 
of Art be wanting, yet Nature 1s not wanting to 
her felf, but fummoneth all her power and en- 
deavors to diflodge and expel this morbificcaufe, 
and raifeth all her Spirits , though in a febrile 
difturbance and confufion, again{t this common 
enemy : to the part grieved thee Spirits refort 
plentifully, and with them the blood is convey- 
ed, which flowing in and remainmg there, a 
Tumor is generated , and by this concourfle of 
Spirits the part grows fiery , and an Inflamma- 
zion is planted here and {uperadded. _ 

The cafe remaining thus for a while, and this 
confluence not difperfed, difcufled or drawn off; 
the Tumor perhaps grows ¢axcerows, afterwards 
gaugrenes and sortifies, then death immediate- 
ly enfues and concludes all. 


~ But fometimes the Tumor fupperates or apo- » 


feewates 5 and then the contained purulent 
faatter breaks forth and begets an Ulcer, if the 


Patient furvive and hold it out: and with this. 


_ the difeafed may continue a longer or fhorter

| and check the flux and attraction of humors, 
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it continues , efpecially in a high degree, you 
may rationally expect a ‘Tumor , or flux of Hue 
mors congregated to be the confequent (if not 
prevented) which is brought to pais and effected 
after this manner, or upon a threefold account. 

Firft, Becaufe Nature in a time of exigencé 
and need, does endeayor to help her felf, and 
exerts her power to the utmoft 5 and therefore 
when pain afflicts a member , the Spirits refort 
thither ; and with them the dood allo to res 
lieve It. 

Secondly, The part pained by reafon of thia 
plenitude of bload and confluence of Spirits 
does wax hot, and this heat begets an attraGtion, 
and draws more humors to the part. 

Thirdly , Paz debilitates and difables the 
part, whereby it is become uncapable to defend 
it felf, but lyes obnoxious to this flux of hus 
mors, which being out of their proper place, and 
remaining in a diftempered part, they degenes 


Now upon a furvey of the whole matter, als 


though Nature intends well in this barry and 


buftle, being rouzed up and pricked by pam 
(and fuccefs fometimes happens upon it, or na 
damage) yet commonly it falls out otherwile, 


| and there is an oppreffiow and overcharge 
brought upon the part : The confluence of Spis 


fits together with the innate, tumultuate and 
inflame the grieved member 5 which being thus 
difcompofed and out of order, cannot moderate 


- but 
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but is over-loaded , crowded therewith, and 
diftended : And unlefs the help of Phyfick, di- 
rected by a prudent hand, fteps in to appeafe 
and allay this difturbance , by cafting out the 
weorbific feuinary or matter, and reduce this dif- 
order, it goes on from bad to worfe frequently, 
and from thence ta extremity, and perhaps to 
an érrecoverable {tate , in manner and by fuch 
gradations as before related.

- And befides what paiz doesthus effe& as a 
leader 5 Tumors fometimés do take their rie 
not from paix, but either by congeffion , or a 
congefted matter in an infirm part, be it never fo 
imall, if noxious and preternatural, it is fufficient 
to be the ground-work of all this mifchief: or 
elfe fometimes by defluxion , from fome part 
taandant 5 in both which cafes pain follows as 


-a-confequent and effect ; (as hereafter more at 


large) but then Zawor and paix being thus met 
together, the progrefs will go on as before, be- 
ing now in the fame road as formerly, when 
pain preceded.

By the whole current of our Difcourfe you 
{ce, and by‘your own experience you may obs 
ferve, that paiz is moft frequent with infirm and 
difeafed bodies 5 fo likewife it is apparent to 
reafon , and. experience ‘confirms it, That Tz 
mors. Inflammations , &c. will often follow 
thereupon as dependants thence: and ¢ coxtrd, 
pain does fupervene and: follow preternatural 
Tumors. And we fee commonly that exterzal 
pains continuing , do produce a Tzmor or di- 
{tention of the part , at leaft is coadjuvant or 
concomitant: after the fame manner, and by the 
fame way of caufation, izternal Tumor sare bred 
alfo , and we carinot in reafon imagine other- 
wife: for the courfe of difeafes, having the fame 
yadix, and taking their rife after the fame man- 
ner, are alike internal:and external 5 for as pain 
begets a Tumor externally and in view, fo doth 
It produce the like effec , and makes the fame 


| progrefs in the interior and hidden parts. 


And thus much may fuffice to prove and con-

To contract our Difcourfe into as little room 
as we carl,-and yet to prove our affertions 
clearly 5 I fhall pitch upon one diftemper only;

fele in Practice, though to little, or bad purpofe,

may be loft; but the Patient certainly injured 
by the vain ufé of Medicines levelled at this

Few difeafes there are amoneft the Chronic 
or flow of motion, but fome febrile or preter- 
natural heat, (more than the ordinary and na- 
tural temper ) does-attend them’; efpecially at

the whole body. fo highly refenting their. ill af 
fects, becaufe the publick.can {pare their. offices, 
and be without their exquifite or compleat.affi- 
{tance fora time, without great complaint, or 
maniieft want. | 
Secondly.,..the caufé or morbific. matter ,, be- 
ing .greater.or_ lefs in any part, does thereby 
affeét more or lefs, fooner or.later : and .there- 
fore fand , or {mall.gravel inthe Kidneys, do 
not asilict the part, nor ,raife fo great a diftur- 
bance in the body , asa ffome there, that ob- 
ftructs the duéfare, and {tops the currertt of the 
Urine , and is much more. difficult tobe, temo- 
ved. And ficknefs.or pain at the Stomach, by 
a little over-drinking of good liquor, ‘Wine. or 
Beer, &c. is not fo lafting , nor molefting , nor 
| {preading in the effets. over,the whole. body ; 
as.a furfeit of meat, fruit, or.an over-charge of 
: Th Sel bad 
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bad liquors; thefe fhall produce not only fick- 
nefs or pain in the ftomach , but ficknefs or a 
hot pain in the whole body , which 1s called a 
Feaver 5 and this ficknefs may be dangerous, as 
fometimes it proves mortal. 

Paiz is fixed in one part , but the Feaver 1s 
tiniverfal , fpread throughout the body ; for 
from this pain of a particular part, the whole 
life eftuates, is mncenfed and difquieted: as if 
acord betyed or faftned at both ends, of great 
length and ftrait; ftrike it hard in one place, 


and it jarrs the whole length ; but at the place || 


ftruck , the vibration is greater and more ma- 
nifeft : So where the difeafe is feated, the pziz 
is more apparent, and that part moft fenfible : 
where the wound is given, where the oppreffzon 
lyes, where the obftrucion is, where the humor 
18 corroding, putrifying, &c. there pain is exi- 
zenter ; limited or bounded, and to be pointed 
at particularly , here and not there eminently : 
but from hence arifeth the Feaver , which is 
pain diffufed, in a remifs degree, and {eemingly 
of another nature or quality , a different thing 
fuppofed by fome , therefore denominated a 
Feaver. 


This Feaver, although it be a pazz, yet it is’ | 
not fo felt by the Patient, nor fo underftood by | 


others, becaufe of the greater particular pain that 
drowned it 5 and becaufe of its expanfion and 
latitude , all parts bearing their proportion and 
fhare ; fo that where a Feaver f{tands alone 
without a particular pain in this or that part 5 

yet 
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yet the Feaver, the general pain, is not fo mani- 
feft to the fenfe of the Patient, becaufe every 
part hath its portion, and therefore is not fo 
difcernable and uneafie: for a Feaver is pain 
expatiated through the body, and you are not 
{a fenfible of it, as when pain is contracted into 
a narrow compafs, the reft being free and at 
eafe. 

That all Feavers are pains , greater or lefs, 
examine but the definitions of Febris, and that 
of Dolor, Feaver and pain, you will be fully in- 
formed how they agree 5 a Feaver being com- 
prifed under pain, asa Species of that Genw, 
being a hot pain, or the pain of heat.

Now where there is heat, higher or exceed- 
ing that which is natural, it muft affect the fenfe 
of feeling and caufe pain: and although I do 
not like the definition of Febris, yetit will ferve 
my turn here, being right, in the opinion of 
thofe Galenifts with whom I now contend. 

From hence we muft underftand (and be un- 
taught again) that Dolor and Febris do differ as 
genus and fpecies 5 a Feaver being contained 
under, and is one fort of pain, viz. a hot {cor- 
ching pain; and fometimes a Feaver is a. cold 
pain, as the rigor of intermitting Feavers(called, 
Agues) do teftifie. And fince that all Feavers 
ate pazns little or great, we fhall not need to 

: C 2 inftitute 
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inftitute a Method of Cure different upon the 
notion of a Feaver; but only having refpec 
unto the caufé that raifeth this feaverith or hot 
pain: and therefore Feavers are to be cured-as 
other pains are; that is, by adapting Medicines 
£6 remove the morbific matter or.caufe of pain, 
and not otherwife. — : : 

And here by the way I mutt obferve the er- 
ror and miftake of Authors, diftmguilhing Fea- 
vers into effential and fymptomatical, whereas 
no Feavers are e/fewtial , but all dependent up- 
on fome difeafe, morbific Miafm or feminary, 
and is a Symptom thereof. | 

Where the feminary or morbific caufe is fixed 
or feated , there is particular pain eminexter to 
be pointed at 3 and there is a febrile or infla- 
ming heat; occafioned by this Spéx2, thorn in

This mode of PraGtice ,’ and thefe devices for 
cooling feaverifh bodies, { fuppofe are taken up 
in imitation of Galen, a famous Mafter of this 
Art, who appoints exhauftion of blood by: Phle- 
botomy ad animi deligquium, until the Patient 
faints: and large draughts of cold water, until 
the Patient turns pale , fhakes or quivers, and 
the whole body cooled. 

And an Author of our time, in his Writings 
de Febribws , appoints the cafements to be fet 
open, to cool the fick (upon: what defign I 
| know not, except to fan the houte, left the heat 
of the Feaver fhould fire the chamber.) 

And a late Author of great Fame , in his 
Works de Febribuws , fuppofing Feavers to arife 
2 fulpbure accenfo & exaltato, froma fulphu- 
rous deflagration of the blood, profecutes upon

-| this fire by cooling Liquors: and for incourage- 
- | ment herein gives an example (I fuppofe his own

the other fexfes have their inconvenient and 
difturbing objects, as the Philofopher fays, Bx- 
cellens fenfibile ledit fenfum-: as the light of 
the Sun, or flame is troublefom to the Eyes 5 and 
great noife, as of a Bell or Gun, if near, efpecial- 


ly fudden and unexpected, does offend the Ears - 


and a ftrong or ftinking cet is offenfive to 
the Nofe : and an ungrateful ta/te, as too. falt, 
too fowre, or bitter, is unpleafant to the Palate 
but paz# affects the fenfe of feeling. 

Parts therefore that are capable of paz are 
endowed with the fenfe of feelivg:; and thofe 
parts are mewsbranous 3 that is, they are inveft- 
ed with, or lined with fome Membrane, by 
which the fenfe of feeling is communicated; and 
hence the Bones are capable of pain, by the Pe- 
rio{teum,that Membrane which covers them. And 
this fenfe as it is more general, extending through 
all parts , and more ufeful than the reft-of the 
fenfes 5 fo the difturbance arifing thence is more 
infufferable and grievous. to be endured: and 
better it is to want any other fev /é, than this, 
yea all; for where feeling is departed , the life 
isceafed in that part.

The great Prérogative of 
this few fe abave the reft, having nid limits, but 
reaching through the whole Body , and exerci-

give leave for that diverfion. 

~ What pain is, fcarce any one but. can tell; 
and fome by woful Experience 5 whereby they 
will confent with the definition thereof, dolor 
eft triftis fenfatio in taGu: pain is a trouble 
arifing in the fenfe of feelmg: but that which 
is fo plainly felt, 1s not very eafie to be under- 
{tood from whence it does arife. 

The Canfes of pain are as various as the O6- 
jes of the fenfe of Feeling ; for whatever ob- 
je@s affault that fenfe violently or extremely, as

there are feveral opinions ; I wave the more ex- 


travagant and improbable, and fhall recite thofe 
in which the moft Philofophers and eminent — 


Phyficeans do confent and pitch upon as moft 
agreeable to reafon. J 

One Party afferts, That a fudden and violent 
mutation of the afive qualities, or the taczzl 
Pearce qualities 
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qualities fuddenly and violently acting upon the 
fenfe of feeling, are the approximate caufe of 
pain. | . 

The other Party determines, That folutio 
continui, a {olution or disjunction of continuity 
is the immediate caufe of all pain. 

The third Opinion joyns thefe two together, 
and will have pai» to arife from them both; ac- 
cording to the definition of Plato; Eff ztaq3 do- 
lor triftis in fenfu tatfas aff et io, a metmbri in- 
temperie @» continnitatis divortio fabito fa- 
&a. And Hippoc. before him taught the fame 
do&trine: Qua naturam (inquit ) wutant ac 
corrumpunt, dolores excitant. ‘To which Ga: 
len does fubferibe. 

Now to coinment a little upon thefe different 
Judgments 5 I cannot but obferve and do owne 
that there is fomething of probability and reafon 
in thefe feveral fentiments$ but not a full fatis- 
faGion to the matter quetied; nor the whole 
truch rightly tated: and for this reafon I am 
the more nice and ftrict in this inquiry , becaufe 
from hence the nature of Avodynes ot allwagers 
of pain are difcovered 5 and this is the ground- 
work upon which they are formed and rightly 
adapted.

But whether 
the impetuous and vehement acts of thofe Agents 
yaifing pain, do always caufe a {olution of con- 
tinuity approximately and immediately , 1s much 
to be doubted. 

I yield that the vehemency of thefe tactil ob- 


jects may procure a folution of continuity fome- 


times, as we fee from pain , that Impofthumes, 
Vleers, Gangrenes and Mortifications do fol- 
low 5 but thefe are not infeparable and necefla- 
ry confequents, for they happen but fometimes:

Paiz fometimes is texfive or ftretching, and 
this happens from a repletion or fulnefs of fome

from the Neck: and this way of confent may 
alfo be effected , not only by the long Nerves,

Secondly , Confent of Parts is procured ob 
Familiavitatem feu per con fortium operis ; and 
this confent is common to all thofe parts that are 
ordained by Nature to concur. together in fome 
common office: and thus it is between the Womb 
and the Dugs. 

Thirdly, Confent of Parts is frequent propter 
Vicinitatem, by reafon of vicinity & adjacency:

Spirabile,the whole body is perfpirable by Pores 
latent and invifible , by which there is convey- 
ance to and reception from each other, and do 
thereby fyvepathize with the good or ill of one 
another, although the ways of communication 
are not manifeft': and thus it 1s\ between the 
Stomach and the Lungs, and 1s eafily perceived 
by fuch as are Affhwatical, Phthzfical or have 
Coughs, that by eating or drinking this or that, 
thofe infirmities will be exafperated and made 
worfe, almoft prefently : and ¢ cextra, they will 
receive fome eafe and benefit by that which is

if this be not rightly diftinguifhed, there cannot 
be a true adaptation of Medicines, nor due zp- — 
plication made where it ought to be, which — 
renders all endeavors fru{traneous. | 

But to defcend from generals, .and to make 
our Difcourfe more profitable and {fatisfactory 
to the particular cafes of the Reader, inquiring 
after his own peculiar concern and prefent com- 
plaints we will take notice of fome pains inci- — 
dent to particular and principal parts of the 
Body remarkable and frequently occurring, ex- 
amining their caufes. :

‘Hat the Head akes, every one can tell 
# that fuffers under it; but the ca#/es and 
the parts affected diftin&ly , are known only to 
the Phyfician - and he by queftioning and ex- 
amining the Patient, draws his conclufions by 
collating the feveral anfwers , and makes Judg- 
ment thereupon. All which depends upon a 
due obfervance of thefe four Particulars, rightly 
to determine the cafe. : 
Firlt, Inquiry 1s to be made of the Patient 
concerning his courfe of Jife for fome time be- 
fore , whether regular or irregular 3 1n labour, 
exercife, or eafe; if thereby any thing hath been 
done to procure or introduce the prefent com- 
| plaint, and of his former ftate of Health and 
| Sickuzefs.

Thirdly, The place or feat of pazz, the com- 
pafs and extent of it. . : 
Fourthly, The gaality or condition of the 
pain 5 vehement or moderate , continual or in- 
termitting, acute or obtufe, ec. ae 
Having made. difquifition by thefe Topicky, 
and traced the Patzent through thefe grand in- 
quiries ; you will then underitand fomething of 
the rife and progre{s of the pain fought after,

Pains of the Head fympathical are when the 
caufe lyes remote, and the part pained fuffers by 
Sympathy, tranfmiffion or confent from other 
members, and not by any proper defeé& or dif- 
ability of itsown. And thus the Heed is very 
apt covpati to fufler and condole with moft 
parts of the Body; by reafon the Nerves are 
branched forth and difperfed in all parts of the 
Body from the Brain and fpinal Marrow which 
being of exquifite fenfe does affect their original 
and fountain by this communication and inter- 
courfe with other parts: and not only by the 
Nerves coming from the Head jis this confent 
maintained , but alfo by the Yezws and Arteries 
going from other parts up to the Head, convey- 
mg good or ill.

External Caufes may be fuch as thefe ; as

a blow or fall, &c. occafioning difturbance of 
the Spirits, Obffrudions in the Pores and Vef- 
fels, Inflammations, Tumors or Impofthumes. 

Internal Caufes are, fometimes plenitude or

ons is ready to eftuate and fermemt, caufing ex- 
tenfion of the Veflels and Membranes: or elfe 
depravation and foulnefs of the blood which 
may offend the Brain, or other parts of the 
Head by its noxious properties.

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Touching the Cure of Head-pains that are -

ty N OW we have done with thofe pains inci-

| Stomach, Liver, Spleen, Kidneys, Ke. 
t| ~ And here firft as the principal member we 
fhall inquire into pains belonging to the Sto- 
id) weach or Ventricle ; being the great Office and 
| Laboratory to prepare Aliment to fupply and 
_ | maintain the whole Body 3; therefore if this part 
it) be pained and out of order, all the reft mutt 
needs fare the worfe for it, every part having a 
| concern from hence. 
| ~ Pains of the Stomach are various both in re- 
dl) {pect of their caufes ; and alfo from the different 
lt) parts of the Ventricle where they do infeft, and 
il) thofe are three 5 the upper Orifice called Os 
oe G3 Ventré- 
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Ventriculi , the lower Orifice called Pylorws 4 
and the whole cavity of the Stomach. 

- The upper Orifice or mouth of the Stomach 
is fubje& to great pain, as being very tender and 
fenfible , in regard it is very nervous, and this 
paix is the more eminent and remarkable, for 
that commonly two principal parts are hereby 
affected and drawn into confent, the Braz# and 
the Heart ; the former ,' by the Nerves of the 
fixth conjugation derived from the Bra#z,whofe 
ramifications are wreathing or twining about 
this Orifice ; and therefore from hence Hedd- 
aches,Vertigoes and Epilepfies do often arife. The 
Heart a\fo is affected , both in refpect of uzez- 
aity as near adjoyning to this Orifice; and alfo 
for that the fame pair of Nerves doth ferve both 
the Heart and Stomach , whereby of neceflity 
there muft be a communication of pain; and 


_ therefore it is that this padm in extremity caufeth 


Fainting and Swooning : and hence it is that 
this pain by a peculiar diftinguifhing title is cal- 
led Cardialgia 5 and alfo for that the ancient 
Greeks called the mouth of the ftomach xepdta. 
As for the caufes of this Cardialgia or fto-° 9 
mach-pain ; fometimes they are fharp, acrid and _ 
hot biting humors, fluctuating and rifing up to 
the Orifice of the {tomach, where they caufe an 
eroding or gnawing pain, and fometimes a {cald- 
ing or heat there ; and this vulgarly iscalled the 
Acart- DaraMgs oN Ra a eu! 
- Sometimes flatulency and wind caufeth this 
pazn by way of diftenfion and a {welling fulnefs F 
Fn bes ae oan 
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and the Orifice is conftringed and {hut up fo, as 
denying vent: in this cafe the Patient labours 


| and {trains to belch, but cannot unlock orloofen 
| the Orifice of the ftomach ; but fo foon as the 
| Oréfice does flacken and give way , the wind 
| breaks forth, and eafe followeth. 


Sometimes Worms do caufe this pain, having 
gotten up to the mouth of the Vestricle, where 
they gnaw and bite. 

Sometimes churlifh and deleterious or ill pre- 
pared Phyfick 3 or difcordant food having fuch 
properties as may irritate and provoke this ten- 
der part: or food received in too great a quan- 
tity , above what the ftomach is able to matter

The general caufes afligned by 
Hippocrates ate two, repletion and ivanition : 
under repletion is comprehended whatever. hu- 
mor or vapor is in the ftomach and. difguftful, 
tQ irritate and provoke the expulfive faculty :

of the retentive faculty , and is the effect of ex- 
hauftion and large evacuations: and accounted 
more dangerous than the former. Therefore 
Hickops atter great vomiting or purging, He- 
ctick Feavers, and long-watting ficknefles, are 
very bad figns. 

There is alfo a pai» belonging to the mouth 
of the ftomach, which although it be'a real pain 
and properly fo called (according to the defini- 
tion of dolor) yet Phyficians have given it ano- 
ther denomination, and that is Naufeoufnefs, or 
a naufeating fick pain at the Orifice of the f{to- 
mach, The’ caufes of this naufeating pain are 
various : as whatever 1s difeuftful there, whether 
it be meat or drink offending in quantity or 
quality: or indigefted depraved matter, the re- 
licts after former digeftions, floating upon the 
ftomach: or only imbecillity and weaknefs of 
the ftomach , being not able to clofe with and 
digeft, although good food be fent in: and thus 
it is when the Towe of the ftomach is altered by 
tatemperance and ill ufage 3 by great or long 
ficknefs 5 or decayed and worn out by. age. 
Sometimes the caufe is organical, as when a Tz- 
mor OY Apoften: is forming there. | 

And not only thus zdéopathically , but alfo 
fometimes the {tomach complains and nawfeates 
Symp athically, by confent-from other parts, by 
reafon of vicinity or communication: and thus 
a Tumor of an adjacent part may moleft and af 
fic the ftomach: and other remote parts dif 
charging and emptying themfelves into the fto- 

eas : euch 
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mach by Veficls of intercourle, Veins, Arteries, 
and Nerves. 

In the cavity of the ftomach, there is fome- 
times a pain of oppreffion or heaviness , being 
over-charged or loaded and grievéd with fome- 
thing difficult to be digefted and fent off: of 
a pain of diftenfion and inflation , from wind 
and phlegmatic turgid humors: or a puxging and 
pricking pain in this or that part of the Ventri- 
cle, from fome acetous ; fharp humor: or an 
| eroding and gnawing pain, from worms, Or a 
sordicant fretting bilious matter. 

Paix of the {tomach arifeth fometimes from 
Inflammation , accompanied with very fevere 
Symptoms 5 but of this in its proper place here- 
after, where we treat of Inflammations. 

Pain alfo afflits the ftomach from Apoftems 
and U/cers, of which in their due place alfo. 
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HY. gone through thofe Paizs belong- 


ing to the Stomach or Ventricle, in the 
next place and in order , we come to treat of 
pains incident to the Inteftines or Guts 5 being 
derived from the Ventricle, and are one conti- 
nued body and pafiage from the Pylorus to the 
Anus : notwith{tanding for diftinétion fake, and 
becaufe this long cavity is different in feveral 
parts thereof,as to wagnitude, fubftance, figure, 


place 
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place and office 5 therefore. it 1s divided into 
parts, having feveral names, for a more diftinc 
knowledge, both in relation to the different 
formation thereof , as alfo to point particularly 
where a difeafe is in any part thereof. 

The divifion is made into /wal/ and great 
Guts; the {mall or chin are three ; Duodenum, 
jejunum and Ileon 5 the great or thick are three 
allo, cecum, Coloz and redum 3 and in this or- 
der they lye from the Ventricle to the Funda- 
ment. The three firft are circumvolved about 
the Umbilicus or Navel, and take uip the centre 
of the Abdomen , the other are fubjacent and 
circumferential. 

Pains do frequently moleft the imall Guts, 
but chiefly the /éon 3 which when they arife 
to extremity , the difeafe iscalled Zliaca paffio, 
from that Gut moft affected. 

The feat of thefe paizs are above the Navel 
chiefly, extending to the Hypochonders. 

Thefe pazzs differ in their caufes, and there- 
fore fome are weak and tranfient , arifing from 
wind and acidities, which caufe fome pun- 
Cures, gripes, or diftenfions, and continue not : 
but fometimes thefe pains are more grievous, de- 
pending upon caufes greater and more contu- 
macious ; and therefore attended with other 
Symptoms in great rigor: as con/tipation of the 
Belly, violent beat, fainting, vomiting and calt- 
ing up whatever is received 5 nothing, pafling 
downwards, but moves upwards, that fometimes 
the excrements are voided by the mouth. 
| About 
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About the caufes of thefe violent pains Phy- 
fictans do not concur. The general opinion 
(taken from Galen) will have thefe pains to 
arife from an Inflammation of the Guts: others 
(modern Authors) from a per7ftaltzc motion, or 
the motion of the Guts inverted : for whereas 
in the courfe of Nature the expulfive faculty 
moves downward by a contraction of Fibres 
from the Ventricle to the Azms 3 ¢ conir2, in 
this cafe the Fibres contract below and drive 
upwards. 

But this difference may be reconciled , and 
neither opinion to be faulted, being rightly un- 
derftood : for Inflamueation may begin, and 
caufe the motion of the Inteffives which natu- 
rally tends or moves downwards , to be chan- 
ged upwards, by a different contraction of F7- 
bres : So that Inflammation cauleth mediate- 
ly , periftaltic motion immediately 3 and {ets 
forth the order of caufation ; the one fupertior, 
the other fubordinate. Quod eft caufa caufe, 
eft etiam caufa caufati. 

All the Guts are capable of Ivflamuwation 3 
but the fmall Guts more ufually , as being moft 
liable, for having more Veins and Arteries than 
the reft. 

Thefe. Iliac pains from Inflammatzon are ve- 
ry dangerous, if they arife to a great height 5 
becaufe the Inflammation is apt to make a mor- 
tal tranfition into a Gangrene : and indeed all 
Inflammations of the Guts are difficult and 
doubtful, becaufe they eafily gangrene and ~or-

And not only Inflammation inverts the mo- 
tion of the Guts, but alfo other caufes may be- 
get this Iliac paflion, or joyn with it as partial 
caufes: asan Apoffew or other fort of Tumor 5 
a Rupture, an Exulceration , indurated Excre- 
ments caufing great obf{truction : alfo whatever 
by compreffion or conftriction of the Guts, con- 


ftipation or coalefcence , may caufe contorfion, | 


and turn the natural courfe and motion there- 
of: and of thefe frequent examples in practice 
do manifeft and confirm. 

Pains of affinity and adjacency to the Zeon, 
and which are often complicated therewith, are 
Colic pains, {o called from the Gut Colox, the 
part wholly or chiefly affe@ed. This Inteftine 
is laft but one, and more capacious than any of 
the reft 5 furnifhed with many little cells or pri- 
vate receptacles, to receive the excrements and 
retain them, elfe they would pafs away too fre- 
guently and inconveniently. 

This Gut is feated almoft round the Abdomen 
or Belly; fo that Colze pains are not eafily di- 
ftinguifhed by the place , being fometimes here 
and fometimes there 5 left fide , right fide , or 
under the Ventricle; hence it 1s that Colze.pains 
do counterfeit fometimes the ftove or pain in 


‘the Kidweys, left and right, and fometimes they 


are fuppofed to be pains of the Spleen : but 
mott frequently thefe pains are towards the left 


- fide near the flank, where the Colon is more an- 
guft, tortuous and circumflected: and therefore 


when the excrements are hardned in. the fupe-

By the firft it appears, that Ob/frudfiox in the 
Guts (which produceth Colic pains) does fome- 
times arife from an antecedent obftrudtion in a- 
nother,part: as when the Afeatus cyfticus, the 
paflage of the Gall into the jejunum is {topt, it 
caufeth alfo a ftoppage in the Guts:. for the GaZ 
being naturally difcharged into the Guts does 
{timulate them to expulfion, and moves the ex- 
crements downwards; but for want of this ex- 
citing and proyoking matter, the Guts fill up, 
are obftructed and. diftended, thereby raifing 

att. 
: Wind. and flatulency begets Colic-pains {ome- 
times 5 and thefe are not fixed, but roving hen 
an 
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and there ; and commonly attended with a 
rumbling and noife in the belly : and this is an 
effec: of crudities and weak digeftion, rifing 
from a natural debility, or occafioned! by intem- 
perance and a bad diet. And this fatas is ei- 
ther in- the cavity of the €olon: involved in a 
vifcous tough flegm inclofed as in a Bladder; or 
fometimes fhut up within the Zumicles of the 
Intefline, where forcing, its way out, does caufe 
great pain. in the part. 

Sharpnefs of an humor iadigefted or degene- 
rate, does fometimes caufe Colze pains; and this 
is either a mordant biting Choler., or anacid 
Lerofity. | 

Drinefs and hardue fs of Excrements do caufe 
Colic pains fometimes.+ for asmuch as they-{top’ 
the paflage and, extend the Inteftimers. denying 
vent to. any fudden fermenting humor, wind, 
&e. thatfhould freely paS away. This coftive- 
nef and‘conftipation is: aequired; by ill diet, in 
the ufe of hot, dry, aftrictives:: by- watching or 
Sleeping too. much; immoderateVenus 5 by‘ beat- 
éug.the body, and: fweating much, through ex- 
erctfe, labour, intemperate Air, &c.

_ There are. three forts of Fluxes of the Belly 
diftinguifhed by feveral names; Lientery, Di- 
arrhea,and Dyfentery. 

- The firft is a Flax of indigefted or femidige- 
{ted'food, paffing away before its due time from 
an imbecillity of the digeftive faculty. But this 
not being dolorous or painful, we fhallpafs it 
by, as ‘not our fubject in hand. 

‘The Diarrhea ts a flux of humors depraved’ 
and injurious, which {timulates Nature to.expul- 


 fion 5, and:is for the moft part painful and irk- 
_ fom to bear.

Touching the diverfity of  2tteér in this flux, 
Phylicians have diftinguifhed it into phlegrza- 
tic, choleric, melancholic. and ferous or watry ¢ 
which diftinction is not fimply manifeft, but a 
complication and mixture of many forts, where- 
of one may abound and be predominant; yet 
the denomination and character of the whole is 
hard to be given. 7 
_ The variety of depraved matter that happens 
in mans body, is not to be reduced to four | 
Heads, nor three times fo many: for this {ti- | | 
mulating matter thus fent forth by a Flax , is 
the manifold different material caufe of bun- 
dreds of difeafes : which preternatural variation 
of humors or juyces are not to be comprifed 
within. fo narrow acompafs, nor reducible to

four natural con{tituent humors in mans body 
(as common. doctrine teacheth) yet thefe in their 
fundry wsrietions and. complicate degenerati- 
ozs, would be {fo varioufly changed, as not to

{wer in the fimilitude or nature thereof, and 

confequently of no ufe in practice. .

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tion of the feafons 5 by fome kind of meats or 
drinks, taking cold or other cafualties and ac- 
cidents, which puts Natare upon fome diforder- 
ly fermentatioa and excretions and this com- 
notion occafions and ftirs up any #orbzfre mat- 
ter atid noxious humors , which ‘before perhaps 
lay dottnant and fill, now to grow turgid and 
active, contributing to advatice and promote the 
Flax begun: but this managed by ‘a difcreet 
hand may not prove injurious, but fome advan- 
tage gained 5 which if negleéted , and Nature 
not governed and guided: in this prodigal ex- 
perice , much detriment may come thereby 5 an 
exhauftion of nutritious Fuyce, with great debi- 
lity and weaknels. 

As'this Flux. Diarrhea is ‘various in the mat- 
ter difcharged 3 fo likewife in the manner and 


_ circumftances: as greater and more violent, or 


moderate and gentle , making a profitable fecre- 
tion: without gripes or pains, but for the moft 
part with thefe more or lefs3 which by conti- 
nuance and fhaving the guts fo thin, at laft do 
come to the quick, and caufe excorzations - 
and this difference arifech from the nature and 
quality of the humors or ftimulating caule, 
which fometimes is fo extreme harp, introdu- 
cing a Dyfentery or bloody Flux, 

Thefé Fluxes fometimes produce good ef- 
feéts, when the peceaw? matter of any difeafe, or 
an exuberant humor is timely and moderately 
difcharged and {ent off 5 but otherwife not:

Brain, Spleen, Liver, Ade fentery, &c. and there- 
fore in the Cure of thefe Fluxes, regard mutt 
be had to the: part principally affected, from 
whence.as the original and fountain thefe Diar. 
rheea's do affurge.. And therefore examination 
is to be:made by the Diegnoftic figns of every 
principal part ; difcovering thereby which pers 
forms their offices in integrity, and which: of 
them decline their functions, and are depraved; 
as being the Authors of this difturbance, 


The third fore of Flux isa Dyfentery or 
bloody Flux: which is a dolorous and frequent 
excretion of blood , from an Exxleeration of 
the Guts. | - 

There are feveral voidings of blood by ftool, 
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that are to be diftinguithed and know from Dy- 
feuteries. Galen mentions four, others add two 
more. 

The fir, isa profufion of blood arifing from 
plenitude or fulnefs of good blood 5 Nature 
over-burdened difchargeth her felf this way by 
the Guts. 

The fecond , is an evacuation of crude and 
watry blood, not having its full tincture. 

The third, isof a feculent and foul blood. 

The fourth, of an acrid and {alt blood. 

The fth, is ot a tabefied blood in acute dif- 


~ eafes. 


The fixth (which 1s Galens fourth ) 1s a Dy- 
fentery, diftinguithed from the reft, by Ulcera- 
tion and great pain. 

To examine this divifion in the feyeral parts 
thereof, and to fet forth what truth and errour it ‘ 
contains therein, is not our bufinefs at this time: 
I thall only difcourfe upon the laft 5 vx. a Dy- 
fentery being painful and grievous to bears 
which kind of bloody Flux arifech from,and tsac- 
companied with an Exulceration, and common- 
ly is the confequent of long, or fevere Déar- 
ybea's ; for thofe Fluxes not being checkt , do 
fometimes make their tranfition and terminate 
in Dyfenteries. 

This word Dy/entery taking its name from 
the part affected, imports only a difficulty of the 
Inteftives ; but may as properly be ufed for 
other difeafés and pains there : but Authors ha- 
ving fixed it to bloody Fluxes from Exul- 

ceration 5 
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Ceration 3 its general fignification is reftrained, 
and cuftom amongft Phyficians hath faftned it 
here, as the charadfer of this difeafe only. 

The parts affected are the Guts , either the 
{mall or the great, and fometimes both: but 
pains of the {mall are more grievous than tho 
of the great : the {mall Guts being of more ex- 
quifite fenfe. 

The external and procatarGic caufes that pre- 
difpofe and introduce a dyfezterical difpofition, 
or promote and fet forwards an inclination al- 
ready begun, are 

Firft, the conftitution of the dir. 

Secondly , a bad Diet confpiring therewith, 
or fome unwonted kind of Azeats or Drinks : 
and therefore it is that many people upon the 
change of Climate, and a new fort of Food, do 


; | fall into bloody Fluxes: hence it is alfo, that 


thefe Fluxes are fometimes epidemical and ma- 
lignant, infefting many together in a City or 
Country, as of late years in Loxdon, and fome 
other parts of Exgland, this difeafe was raging. 
Thele epzdemical Dyfenteries arife fometimes to 
to the height of peftzlential, and are very con- 
tagious, that it is not fafe to converfe with, or 
be near the difeafed , but efpecially fuch as at- 
tend upon the fick are in moft danger, from the 
Excrenents that {end forth a pernicious and in- 
fectious vapor. 

For the time of the year, Autumn is mofk 
ready, and does more frequently produce thefé 
Fluxes: partly from the change of the fea/on, 
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and partly from the effets of Summer-frazts, to 
which many are intemperately given: the con- 
fequents whereof are commonly Déarrhea's 
and Dyfenterzes. 

Now the reafon why thefe Fluxes do break 
out more frequently at this time of the year 1s 5 
becaufe the external ambient ir and cool blafts 
condenfing and incraflating the Fuyces of the 
body , as. alfo occluding and fhutting up the 
Pores, denying and hindring the former Traz- 
fpiration (which in the Summer and hot wea- 
ther did {pend and evaporate that way much fu- 
perfluous matter) which vents being ftopt, hu- 
mors acctimulate, ferment and grow turgid, and 
forceth a difcharge inwards by the Guts. 

And not only this change of 4ir from hot 
to cold, or Summer-ruts are procuring cau- 
fes; but alfo fome effral and inimical influen- 
ces, drawn in with our breath, may deprave and 
alter the Crafis of the blood and nervous juyce, 
as to effect this difeafe, and make it popular in 
like manner as other Epidemical difeatcs are 
fometimes procured. Alfo fome forts of Meats 
in quantity or quality offending and difagree- 
ing, and for want of good digeltion,may corrupt 
and difpofe to thefe Flzaes. To thefe we may 
add as procurers, fome ill prepared Afedzcines, 
and medicinal Drugs not well. corrected that 
have, and will produce a Dy fentery. 

But concerning the proximate caufe and man- 
ner of géneration of this difeafe , we muft far- 
ther declare: And whereas before we maa 
ne 
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ned feveral forts of bloody excretions or fluxes 
not dolorows,nor depending upon or conjoyned 
with exulceration of the Ivteftzzes , and there- 
fore not denominated nor to be underftood as 
Dyfenteries in the ftri& and prefent fenfe 5 
therefore I muft'wave the mentioning of their 
caufes, and only give an account of Dyfexteries 
in the ufual acceptation of the word. 

In the forming or generating of this Dy/ew- 
tery you mutt underftand , that fometimes the 
Ulceration is planted firft and hath the prio- 
rity, and a Flux of blocd follows as the conte- 
quent: but fometimes the voiding of blood 
precedes, and an Ulcer or Ulcers 1s procured 
thereby as the effe# - and this confideration is 
not of {mall moment in the defignment and in- 
tentions of curing ; for both the former and the 
latter happen in feveral perfons. 

Sometimes Viceration is made by {harp cor- 
rofive humors, asin Diarrhea's, which ulcerate 
the guts firft, then a Dyfentery of blood fol- 
lows. Or, 

Sometimes from an Inflammation of the In- 
teftines, or other Tzzzor coming to fuppuration, 
which breaks and makes a Dy/extery, fending 
forth blood and corrupt matter. 

Sometimes a bloody F/wx continues a while 
without Ulceration , and afterwards ulcerates 
the puts and makes a Dyfextery :. that 1s, when 
this extravafated blood lodging in: the guts de- 
generates and putrifies,it does thereby erode and 


plant an Vicer, which compleats a Dyfentery- 
H A Now 
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Now this kind of Dy /fextery arifeth from an 
impurity or corruption of the blood, which cau- 
fetha preternatural fermentation or effervefcence 
in the whole mafs; but Nature not being able to 
depurate and feparate from this degenerate ad- 
mixture, either by Tranfpiration or Urine , is 
forced upon this emiflion by the Inteftines 
without a fecretion , and throws out both the 
good and bad together. 

In the profecution of Cure, as thefe caufes 
are rightly adjudged , and Medicines adapted 


thereto, depends the fuccefs: and therefore that - 


courfe and Method which is advantageous and 
proper to one, may be injurious and altogether 
difagreeing to another. 

And here you muft take notice , that Dy fex- 
Zerzes are fometimes malignant (as commonly 
when Epidemical) and then Alexipbarmacal 
Medicines are not to be omitted. 

Now concerning the degrees of Dyfexteries, 
as to a better and worfe, curable or deplorable 
{tate , and the fignals declaring them as alfo fe- 
veral Queries that might be raifed, and fatisfa- 
dion given to each ; the concifenelS of this 
Work will not admit to inlarge thereon. 


In the next place and of great affinity with 
Dyfenteries is a Tenefius 5 agreeing in the 
eaufes and Symptoms , but differing in the part

impediments aforelaid) obféruéfion and ftagna- 
ton there will be the confequent ; and the Pa- 
tient from hence will feel a. pain and heavinef&s 
about thofe parts. 

But fora more promptnefs or aptnefs to 
thefle obftructions, anguftnefs and ftraitne& of the 
Vefiels, fo formed by Nature, does render fome 
perfons more prone than others to ob frudionand 
thefe fplenetic pains. 

And farther, this ob/trudion does arife not al- 
ways from the caufes aforefaid ; but fometimes 
from a comprel{iow of other parts ad jacent that 
may incommode and offend the Spleex , or by 
contufion trom a blow or fall; or by an injuri- 
ous drefand too ftrait lacing or girding, as fre- 
quently amongtt the female Se.x. 

Thee obftruGions when continuing and con- 
tumacious, are {o aggravated and increafed with 
additional influx, that they form a Tuor; this 
diftenfion being perceptible by fight fometimes, 
but always by feeling, is to be adjudged and di- 
{tinguifhed 5 whether foft and flatwows, or hard 
and {czrrhows 5 the former fooner yielding to 
means, but the latter more difficult of cure. 

Iijlammation , though rarely , yet fometimes 


does affe& the Spleew 3 and this inflammation ‘ 


does arife from obftruéiion 5 for the blood being 
{topt in its current and paflage, and upon fome 
extraordinary caufes being more hot and fiery, 
does make a fudden ebullition and inflame, cau- 

I 2 fing 
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fing great pain , heat and extenfion 5 and this 
pain is diftinguithed by pulfation and beating of 
the part, having many Arteries. This Intlam- 
mation not rightly applied unto by diligent 
and good means, does make tranfition, and paf- 
feth into Apoflemation s and fometimes termi- 
nates in a fcirrbows Tumor: but thele two dan- 
serous commutations are to be prevented with 
great care and induftry: therefore before the 
difeafe arrives to this height , and when only 
pain or heavinefs gives warning , and tells you 
of a diftempered Spleen, it is then moft feafona- 
ble and opportune to apply the means 5 and 
then a little may prevent that , which after- 
wards perhaps a great deal cannot cure. 

And. firft the procuring caufes , if any there 
be apparent , are to be avoided 3 as a fedentary 
flothful life, iztemperance and grofs feeding , or 
unfeafonable eating , as late {uppers 5 immode- 
rate fiudy, melancholy, grief ox care 5 which in- 
troduce fometimes, but always contribute to 
ageravate fpleetic diftempers : and although a 
natural debility and infirm confticution of the 
Spleen , may procure the effects aforefaid with- 
out other provocations, yet moft frequently 
they are fo caufed, at leaft much heightned 
thereby ; and therefore for prevention , as alfo 
for cure, thofe injurious habits are to be aban- 
doned , and fuch a dzetetic courfe of life obfer-

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preternatural conditions, from whence pain and 
trouble arifeth ; for many complain of pain and 
heavinefs-in their right fide, about the fhort 
Ribs, fometimes more forward, fometimes back.

To what parts thele pains belong, 
and the caufes from whence they arife, is worth 
our labour to be refolved : for fometimes pains 
of the Liver have erroneoufly been taken for 
Pleurifies, becaufe the pain hath extended up- 
wards and affected the Thorax , by reafon of vi- 
cinity : and fometimes the ueular pains of the 
Abdomen in the right Hypochonder , have been 
adjudged to be hepatic , not rightly difcerning 
the diaguoftic figns. | 
Difeafes which the Liver is moft fubjec to, 
and procuring pain, are thefe: Objiruction, Ad- 
heliov, Inflammation, Inflation, feirrhous Tumors, 
Apoftems, Ulcers. From hence we may under- 
ftand , that as thefe pains are various in their 
caufes, fo are they diffimilar and unlike in the 
fenfe of feeling, and differently feated. 
Obftrudfions that impede and injure the office 
of the Liver, and producing pain are frequent ; 
and thefe are either in the outmoft gibbous 
part , and do belong to the trunk of the Vena 
cava~ or elfein the hollow inferior part , and 
the Vena porte is concerned herein: or elf the 
obftrudtions are fixed in the body of the Liver, 


«() ‘and then the {mall ramifications of either or 


both Veins are affeted. Hence it is, that this 
“ember is moft frequently infetted with obfirn- 
ions, 
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ions , becaule it is {tored with fo many velfels 
as none more. | 

But befides thele obftructions of the Veflels, 
there are alfo obftrudions in the Parenchyma or 
fubftance of this Organ 3, that is, when the {mall 
Meatus or Pores are {hut up’, that ventilation 
and tranfpiration is denied : hence it is, that this 
member fometimes is preternaturally extended 
and increafed in magnitude, through all its di- 
menfions: for having a continual fupply of addi- 
tional matter, and not duly expended, the part 
of neceffity muft be augmented and inlarged.

Liver was found to be wonderfully big,

 Inflammations are very cautioully to be dealt 
with, both in regard of the prefent danger, as 
alfo for future confequents: for if a right courfe 


be not obferved in the Cure, although the Pa- 
tient may efcape the acute ficknefs , and reco- 
vers yet he may fall into a Drop/te or Confum- 
ptiow , and that perhaps incurable 5 the Liver 
being fo decayed and tabefed, as not to be 
reduced to foundnefs: hence it is, that after 
Inflammation , Apoftemation fo frequently fol- 
lows, or a fcirrhovs Tumor. 

If the Iflammation terminate in, or leave an 
Apoftem behind it,5 if it be deep in the Paren- 
chyma of the Liver, it 1s more defperate : but if 
the Apoftems or Abfcef. lyes between the flefh and 
the covering Coat of the Liver, their cafe’ ts 
more hopeful: becaufe the matter may be bet- 
ter difcharged , and. the Liver not in {fo much 
danger.

| The Reins or Kidneys are two , placed one 
of either fide the Spine or Back-bone, about the 


‘} lower fhort Ribs, the one under fome part of 
| the Liver, the other under the spleen. 


In the {tructure of the Kidneys, the moft ob- 
| fervable for our purpofe, are the Cavities and 
| Duéures inthe Parenchyma or body of them, 
} and the Veflels leading to and from. The fub- 
{tance of them is much like to that of the 
Heart. 

There are two Cavities in the Kidzeys be» 
ing larger than the ref{t, into which the fmaller 
| Pipes do convey and empty themfelves as con+ 
| taining cifferzs : and out of thefe again there 
|. are other {mall conveyances to tranfmit and ‘fend 
it forth: there are alfo certain pervious Caruu~ 
| cles or glandulous fubftances, through which the 
| Serunz is {trained ; and thus the water is tran 


mitted by percolation. 


The Veflels bringing into the Rei#s are the 

| emulgent Arteries 5 and thefe draw a Sern 
from the great Trunk of the Aorta Arteria, and 
K import 
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import it into the Kidneys (the emulgent Veins 
from the Vex cava were thought by the Anci- 
ents to be for the fame purpofe 5 but latter dif- 


-coveries contradict it.) 


They a'fo receive from the lafea!l Veins the 


‘thinner and more watry part of the Céyle, being 
-an expedite and fhorter way : hence it is the 


Urine is pale or whitifh, when the Kzdzeys are 
not {trong enough to give this #/ke humor 
the urinary digeftion : or when drink is too 
plentifully poured in, and forcing through be- 
fore its due time 5 therefore great Drinkers 
commonly pifsa pale water. 

There are alfo Nerves inferted into the Kid- 
neys froma branch of the fixth pair, which alfo | 
ferves the Ventricle ; hence it is, that the Sto- | 
mach is drawn into confent, by lofs of appetite, — 
naufeating and vomiting, when the Kidueys are © 
pained, as in a fit of the Stove it is maniteft. By — 
thefe Nerves the Kidzeys do fafler not only a ft 
heavinefs, but fometimes very acute paz#s. 

Veflels carrying the Urize out of the Kid- 
meys, are the Ureters 5 one belonging to each 
Kidney : and they pals trom. hence down by 
the Loyns, between the two Membranes of the 
Peritoneun., and are inferted into the Bladder, 
to convey the Urine thither. 

The length of thefe urinary duCtures are, a- 
bout a fpan 5 the cavity or hollow like a ftraw 5 
but capable of enlargement to the bignefs of a 
finger. as by a ftone coming down, though with 
extreme pain, by reafon they are ieee 

and 
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and nervous, exquifitely fenfible; and therefore 
upon any obftruction are highly urged to ex- 
pulfion , efpecially by a folid, fharp or rugged 
body, as ftoxe or gravel. | 

Hereby you may underftand the office and 
wfe of thefe parts; thatis ; to drain the body 
from a fuperfluous, falize and tartarows fero(- 
ty 5 and this ought daily and duly to be per- 
| formed: but this ferofity is not all difcharged 
| this way by the Ress; but fome pafleth of by 

infenfible Tra» fpiration , and {ome by manifeft 
| Sweats, but the greateft part by the Kidueys, 
| And from hence it appears, that the Urine is 
@-) partly an excrement of the firlt digeftion, in re-

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|, and ageravators are fparingly to be ufed, and

But if this intemperate Heat depend upon 
any other difeafe feated there, difturbing the 
office of the Kzdweys, and raifing a preternatu- 
ral heat 5 then Remedies muft be applied to 
that, as the nature thereof does require, which 
being removed, this heat will allay and ceafe. 

Imbecilfity and weaknefs does fometimes af- 
fe&t the Reis, anda decay in the performance 
j of their office may be perceived 5 and if this be 
]/ not the confequent of fome manifeft difeafe, de- 
bilitating and rendring them incapable,then you 
mu{t. know that 
_ There isa natural Robor and fortitude im- 
planted in every part by Nature, whereby they 
execute their functions with integrity and con- 
ftancy: there is alfo an inequal diffribution of 
this vigor and {trength, that {ome parts natural- 
ly are {trong and durable in their {tations 3 o- 
thers are not fo firmly radicated in their princt- 


ples, but by time {pontaneoully fall off from 


their duties, and decay much fooner than other 
parts of the body. Hence it is that fome, though 
regularly living, complain of this part, others of 
that. 

There are alfo occaftons, accidents, and dif- 
ferent manners of living, which we call Dzetetic 
euftoms ; which as they are various, do vari- 
oufly injure and decay this or that part of the 
body , and caufe it to decline fooner than the 
reft, Imbecillity therefore of the Reizs comes 

K 3 under 
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under fome of thefe notions, and hath tts origi 
nal from thence ; which when fuch a cafe pre- 
{ents , examination is to be made, to which of 
thefe the cafe belongs and is to be aferibed. 
Now that which I call Imbecillity or a decay- 
ed {tate , is when the Rezws do not make a due 
fecretion or feparation of the Serum from the 
blood , and give it the #rizary tranfmutation : 
fo that from hence the Urize is but little, and 
that not well digefted : the injurious confe- 
quents whereof are’ many 3 for the blood re- 
maining too much diluted , and over-charged 
with the Serum or watry part; which being:di- 
{tributed throughout the body , and falling up- 
on this or that part, caufe many Aydropie dif- 
eafes, and fome of them mortal: as examples 
hereof might be given. 

The next confiderable is, Confumptive watt- 
ing, diminution, or leflening of the Kidneys, not 
by ulceration , but exficcation ; proceeding 
from a hot and dry diftemper of the Kidzeys, 
arriving to a colliquating Hedfic , or Tabes 5 
which by time begets a Confumption of the 
whole Body: procured fometimes from a fala- 
cious temperament. 

’ There is felt a heavinefs and weaknefs about 
the Loins , and the Kidzeys do not perform 
their office aright. 

Inflammation fometimes poflefleth the Re7ns = 
caufed by pain of the ffone, gravel, or otherwile 
by objftrudtions : fometimes by a blow or fall 
alfo by an influx of d/ood , or any foul corrupt

{truing the paflages, and caufing a fuppreflion 
of Urine. 
| .. This difeafe is always accompanied with an 
_} acute Feaver, great Thir/?, a{triction of the Bel-

_f) Loiws ; and if the Arteries be affected, the pain 
,) will be with pulfation: Sometimes a Deliriuz 
|] attends, with long watching ; and if the Inflam- 
| zation be in the Menbrane, the Patient 1s {carce 
| able to fit upright , becaufe the pain thereby 1s 
|} exafperated. | 
| If the right Kidney be affected , pain extends 
upwards to the Liver and {hort Ribs,and down- 
| wards to the Genitals 5 allo a fiwpor feizeth the 
| right Thigh by confent 5 the Nerve being com- 
| prefled that pafleth thence down to the Thigh, 
But if the left Kiduey be the part affected , that 
fide is moft grieved, and in like manner: but if 
both the Kidzeys be attacked , then the Sym- 
ptoms on both fides are equal. 
| The termination of thefe Inflammations are 
either by an Apoffem or Abfcefs 5 by induration 
} and a feirrbows hardnels; or by Trzn{piratzoz 
| and refolution: which laftis the only fafe and 
fecure way, and this the PAyficzan ought to de- 


fign for, and aim atin his adminiltrations. 

But if contrary to his endeavors, the Inflaz- 
| mation apoftenzates , fuppurates , and breaks, 
evacuating the purulent matter by the Ureters 
into the Bladder, there is good hopes of fafety 5

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Veins, the cafe is defperate. : 
_Scirrhows Tumors in the next place come to 
be viewed; and thefe are hard Tumors very 
difficult to be removed: being the relict of an 
Inflammation or other Tumor preceding , and 
not well cured: or formed by grofs matter con- 


gelted and accumulated there, caufing contuma- 


cious obfirucizons : for humoral matter flowing 
thither , and being obftruéted in the tranfition, 
the heat of the part does exficcate and harden it 
by time more and more; and then by accumu- | 
Jatton and addition forms a Tumor. 

This caufeth heavinels about the Loins , but 
little pain: the Urine is but little alfo, and thae 
pale and watry; in regard the office of the Kid- 
zeys 1s debilitated, and by reafon of the anguft- 
nefs of the paflages, letting pafs the thinner , but 
retaining the thicker part of the Urine. 

The longer this Tawor continues, the more 
difftcult and incurable it becomes and withal, 
it brings on hydropic Cachexies: for the fuper- 
fluous ferofity not being drained away, regurgi- 
tates back into the body. 

The Cure is to be fet upon with internal and | 
external Medicines : Aperitives , Refoluents, | 
Difcuffives and Emollients. | 

Apertion of the Veflels, contrary to Nature, | 
‘omtimes does threaten danger,by the appearance 
of blood {taining the Urine : and this proceeds 
from a weaknefs of the Veflels, being relaxed in 
their retentive faculty 5 or by a plenitude and 
fulnefs of blood; or becaufe the blood is thin 

and 
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and fharp, which caufeth the mouths of the Vet 
fels to open. 

On the contrary 5 Angufluefs or ftraitnes 
fometimes does incommode the Veflels apper- 
taining to the Reizs , which hinders the free 
ran{miffion of the Urine. 

Now this anguftnefs of the Veflels does arife 
either by cozpreffion from fome Tumor , or di- 
{tended part that prefleth upon the Veffels and 
firaitens them from without : 

Or by contradion or conftriction of the Vet 
fels that are fhrunk 5 as by great heat in long 
- Feavers, or a Tabes that feizeth the Kidneys : 

Or laftly , by obffrudion within from fome 
vifcous matter, grumous or clotted blood, fand, 
gravel, ftone, &c. 

The sigx declaring thefe obftructions, is a 
fuppreffion of Urive with pain 5 or an abate- 
ment of the ufual quantity, not anfwerable to 
the drink received. The place or part affected, 
whether in the Kidneys or Ureters , is known 
by the feat of pain. | 

The caufes that obftru& are known by their 
proper figzals, and by examining into the pre- 
ceding {tate of the Patient. 

The place or part grieved with thefe obftru- 
ctions, whether in the Kidneys or Ureters, pain 
difcovers, and the diflodging or fhifting there- 
of. 

Of all the obftruéions that infeft the Kid- 
meys, the molt frequent and. faddeft complaint 
is from the Stowe ; this being the moft contu- 

macious 
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macious obftruction, the moft painful, being 
a hard folid body , and the moft uncertain Re- 
medies for relief. 

Concerning the generation of thefe Stones, 
there have been variousOpinions among{t Lear- 
ned men : in fhort , the difference and conteft 
hereupon may be reduced to thefe two Heads; 


what the waterizal caufe of the Stove is, and 


what the efficzent. 

For the #aterial caufe , or matter whereof 
the Stove is bred; Gale and moft of his Difci- 
ples will have it to be,a phlégweatic, grofs, or 
vifcous humor apt for condenfation and indura- 
tion: and the efficient to be heat. exficcating 
this matter, and bringing it to a {tony hardnels 5 
but others of them will have this to proceed 
from cold, by way of congelation. 

But this Doétrine cannot hold as rational, nor 
does it anfwer experience : as for the matter we 
cannot allow it to be fuch; for as much as ma- 
ny that abound with a vifcous tough PAélegm 
and {limy matter, as moft ancient people do, yet 
many of them are never troubled with ftone or 
gravel. And tor a concurrence of both the cau- 
fes, material and efficient , we have examples of 
the 4zed. who are moft cold and phlegmatic 5 
and for abounding heat with the like matter, 
we may produce Feavers 5 yet no {tony con- 
cretion or figns thereof to be found from fuch 
ficknefles: So that we are now to feek tor other 
caufes both material and efficient, whereon to, 
srourid our endeavors for the relief of fuch as 
are afflicted with this difeafe. The

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The matter therefore and fubftance of the

are two grand intentions to be profecuted, and 
aimed at: a di folution of the body of the frone 
already generated ; and fecondly, the taking a- 
way of the petrifying difpofition of the Reixs, 
and abolition of that coagulating ferment: and 
for thefe purpofes were Paracelfus his Ludus 
and Aroph 3 alfo the Alkabef? cannot fail here- 
in. 

But fuch as have not acquired the great Ar- 
cana's, and cannot procure a diffolvent for the 
Stone, that is, to make an Avalyfis or refolution 
of it into'a liquid juyce, and reduce it back 
again to its humoral flowing ftate, capable of ab- 
fterfion and cleanfing out, muft endeavor to fa- 
cilitate the exclufion of this hard body , by the 
beft and moft hopeful means for that purpofe, 
by lubrifying, relaxing, and dilating the pat- 
fages, and allwaging the Spa/m and contraction 
of the Ureters , that the ffoze may {lide away 
much fooner, and with lefs pain: hence by way 
of caution obferve, That Diuretics and provo- 
kers to expulfion are not to be given, before 
this preparation be made , elfe you precipitate 
the Patient into danger, and increafe his tor- 
ment, diflodging and forcing the {tone through 
anguft and very tender cavities, not provided to 
give paflage without detriment to this unwel- 
come ftranger. | 

And thus much briefly concerning petri facti- 
en , or the production of Stoves in the Kid- 
neys 3 1 proceed on to the next, a moft difficu’t 
and painful difeafe belonging tc this Member, 
namely Ulcers. Ulcers | 
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Uleers of the Kidweys are introduced feve- 
ral ways, or take their rife from feveral caufes. 

1. -Acrimony and (harpnets of humor paffing 
this way, and continuing long, does excoriate’s 


which rot timely obferved and remedied ( be- 


caufe pains at firft are but {mall ) does corrode 
farther, eat into the flefh, and plants an Ulcer. 

2. The Kidzeys are ulcerated {ometimes from 
an Inflammation or other Apoftew there , co- 
ming to fuppuration and breaking, which dif- 
chargeth the matter by Urine, or otherwife, but 
leaves a putrid U/cer behind. 

3. Sometimes froma clot of b/ood extravafa- 
ted or out of its place putrifying, does infect the 
part, t2biffe and ulcerate 3 and not to be neg- 
lected, left this be the confequent. 

4. Sometimes a Stove,being rough, angular or 
fharp, frets or grates upon the parts, and makes a 
folution of continuity, which at firft fends forth 
a bloody Urine, afterwards purulext and begets 
an Ulcer : and this laft 1s the moft frequent caufe 
that generates Ulcers in the Kzdzeys. 

Thefe Ulcers are difcovered by paé# about 
the Loins, a purulent Urize, and fometimes Ca- 
runcles or {mall flefhy rags, or f{trings of concre- 
ted blood is brought forth with the Urine, ac- 
companied commonly with heat in the Back, 
and fometimes faint Sweats , which continuing, 
bring on a Confumption and Hedfic Feaver. 

Of thefe Vicers {ome are more fordid,foul and 
ftinking, as the Urine does declare: others not 
ill {cented, the Pys white, met vifcous, but clou- 
dy and light, The 
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PA2 Pains of the Reins and Bladder. 
The difficulty of thefe Cures lyes here; for 


that the Urine which is acrid flowing always by | | 


the U/cer , hinders the confolidation of the 
part : befides, the fituation being remote , the 
virtue of a Medicine is much altered before it 


arrive to the part: but in the defignment and | « 


managing of thefe Cures, the body muft be well 
cleanfed, not with the common deleterious Pure 
gers, but balfamic Deterfives ; and fo kept with 
a proper Dietetic regimen, as no impurity or 
fharp humors difturb or abate the power of Me- 
dicines, which mutt be truly bel/amic and heal- 
ing. 

The experience of thefe Ulcers I have had fe- 
veral times , both many years fince and lately. 
“I remember in the year 1652.1 cured an Ulcer 
‘of the Kédweys in aman about thirty years of 
‘age, living near Sheffield in York-/bzre , who 
“came to me four miles twice a week during his 
“Cure; I being then fora while at Norton up- 
“on the edge of Darby-fhire. His Urine was 
“hot, fharp, and ftinking, with a great purulent 
“fediment 5 a great pai# in his Back , with’ 
*{corching heat, and often flufhing faint sweats 
‘all over his Body. ‘Indeed I have wondered 
“fince how I did perform fuch a difficult Cure 
“then, having fo little practical knowledge, ¥ 
“being but a Tyro in this Art, it being in the 
firft year of my Practice, and newly graduated 
* Batchellor in Phyfick : but Providence had ap- 
‘pomted me the inftrument to ftee this poor 
“man out of his pain and: languifhing condition, 

: Since 
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Since I have been acquainted with feveral of the 
like cafes, and may with better affurance pro- 
mife a Cure, from tryed Medicines acquired by 
experience , beyond what Book-practice does - 
communicate: and this laft year here in Lom 
don, 1 cured a Gentlewoman of an Ulcer in the 
Kidneys. 

In the next place we are to take notice of 
Pains belonging to the Bladder. 

The Bladder is the laft receptacle for the 
Urine , and performs the office of a Cifterz to 
the Body , for keeping and difcharging the U- 
rine at convenient times 5; and therefore js capa- 
ble of diftenfion and contraction , being a mem- 
branous bag, furnifhed with right, tran{verfe, 
| and oblique Fzsres for that purpofe: and hath 
| two Muscles at the neck of it, to let go or re- 
tain the Urine. 

Thispart is liable to great grievances and pain- 
ful infirmities: as Diflenfion, Obstrudions, In- 
flammation, Excrefcences, Ulcers, {cirrbous 
hardnefs. Fromhence come fwppreffions of U- 
rine, zveminutiow or {mall quantity , ardor or 
heat of Urine, Stramgury or dolorous emiffion 
and dropping , ixcoxtinency of Urine or diffi- 
culty of retaining it. 

Diftenfion of the Bladder happens from too 
| | Jong retaining of the Urine, whether it be vo- 
| luntary or involuntary : fo that afterwards the

I thali treat of thefe feveral Govts together,

Concerning the continent caufe of the Gout, 
there are. various Opinions 3 {ome determine it 
a fanguine humor,, others’ phlegmatic 5 fome a 
choleric, others melancholy, and fome a mixture 
of thele humors.

Melancholy 
farther affirming, that if the feveral kinds of the 
Gout, arifing from the different mixture of thefe 
humors were rightly known , this difeafe were 
eafic to be cared, 

Thus from the difference of opinions and mi- 
ftakes concerning the Gout, the defignment of 
Cure, and means adapted thereto have been va-

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rious, and alfo fruftraneous : other improbable 
_ Opinions there are, but I wave the recital of 
them, and come to fet down what is moft con- 
fonant with reafon, eftablifhed upon latter and 
clearer difcoveries.

fent purpofe. 

Food which fuftains and repairs the body is 
meat and drink 5 of meats fome are liquid , o-

And to prevent ftaenation 
or {toppage of their motion in the feveral finall 
Pipes of conveyance through the body 5 hence 
it is that all the humors or juyces of the body, 
do participate much of water , ora thin watry 
and fluctuating fubftance called Serum, by fome

This Latex or Serum rarely continues in a fo-

And farther, it was related 
to me, that a great perfon in this Kixvedon, a 
few years fince (now dead) being ‘often ahd 
much afilicted with the Gout, his PhyScizns told 
him, that the Gout kept him alive; and if he 
were cured thereof, he would dye foon after. 
To obviate thele objections I anfwer, and 
part hereof { grant, that fome have dyed by 
their endeavours for Cure 5 and this not f 
{trange, for the like may be faid in all other di 
eafes, that fome have dyed by their Piy@ avs, 
or fuch as they intrufted as Phylczans , and not 
folely or chielly by their difeafe : Examples we 
have had in the moft , if not all difeafes , the 
moit curable and facile to be dealt with: 
that by unskilful men , improper courfes or de- 
fignments , and by bad Medicines, or cafialties 
happening by the Patients folly: or their Ten- 
ders, many have dyed in the prime and {treneth 
of their age, by endeavoring for Cure in Difea- 
fes not mortal nor of fadden danger in their 
wn Nature, and amoneft thofe the Gout may 
be reckoned: So that if you will plead for no 
| Phyfick, 


S 
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Phyfick, no tampering (as you call it) with the 
Gout, by the fame argument you may abandon 
Phyfick in all other fickneffes; for the adven- 
ture is equal, and the fecurity depends only up- 
on the judgment and ability of the Phyfician, 
and no more hazard in this difeafe than in ano- 
ther. I fay therefore, in cafe of the Gout, as al{o 
in all other difeafes , if you will {ecurely pro- 
ceed 5 take a knowing man well grounded, iti 
the Theory , and throtigh paced in the Practice 
of this rt; having a frequent experience in 
the progrefs and Cure of Difeafes, and a critical 
Obfervator of the Gout in particular; this man 
you may as freely truft, and fafely yield: obedis 
ence to in managing a Cure for the Gout, as you 


can do to other Phyficians , in all cafes whatfo- 
ever. 


Now as for thofe Phyficians (if there be aty 


fuch fo ignorant or fallacious) that alledge the 
Gout to be arly way a Prefervative of Life, and 
pretend not to cure it for that caufe , I mutt tell 
them plainly 5 frs#, that this is only a pretence 
to palliate their inability , and a crafty evafion 
to fhift off the cenfure that may fall upon them; 


for not curing what they ought, and would wil- 


lingly do if they could. | 
Secondly , To thew the pretetice is errone- 
ous and void of truth; we will fearch the Gone 


_ and fee ifthere be any thing in it, or appertain- 


ing to it, that is a Prefervative of mans life, or 
conducing to his kealth and a found ftate of 
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In the Gout there is no pleafure nor-recrea- 
tion either of Atind or Body 3 both which are 
promoters of Health, and confequently prolon- 
gersof Life: but on the contrary , the Goxt 1s 
attended with a fedentary inactive confinement, 
melancholy, pain, watching, and unfeafonable 
{leep, (the confequents and effects of which are 
debility of all the faculties and enervation of 
{trength ) which as thefe continue longer or 
more violent , and return more frequently and 
often, by fo much more is the Patzent damnt- 
fied , both for the prefent and the future, and 
rendred more infirm and liable to the deeays of 
Nature. 

But perhaps you will fay., this ferofity and 
fharp punging humor , falling into an ignoble 


part, and far off from the tals , is much better . 


and {afer there than to wander up anddown the 


body which(asit hath happened fometimes may 
invade a principal part , and there threaten or 
caufe death: therefore fo, long as this;humor 
hath a recourfe to the Foyzts,and isnot turned 
off from that current, the Patievt is not.in fuch 
great danger as otherwife. 
Tothis I reply, That true it is, if there were 
a neceflity that this Tarterovs gouty humor 
muft invade one part or other 5 better it is that 
it pafleth a {afer way, and Jodgeth in an ignoble 
and remote.part 3 and better it is that the PAy- 
fician does nothing than do hurt, or run a ha- 
zardous courfe.. If he cagnot eradicate this 
morbific matter, ftop the4pring and fountain

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from whence it does arife, and where it is gene: 
rated: or this being too hard and difficult 2 
work, if he cannot derive the ftream and iffie 
thereof to the vents and outlets that Natufe 
hath appointed and framed for a difcharge-of 
fuperfluous and degenerate humors, but lets them 
have their courfe ( becaufe not mortal} to the 
conftant trouble and damage of this or that part 


in particular,and confequently makes the whole 


to fufler /ywepathically and by confent : fuch a 
Phyfictan either hath not a true notion of thiz 
difeafe the Gout ; or elfe he wants commanding 
Medicines elaborated by his own hands, exqui- 
fite and effectual to an{wer the indications that 
this difeafe and caufés thereof will put him upon 
for relief of the Patient : but to pretend that 
this difeafe muft not be cured, becaufe it fpends 
or employs the humor in a fafe way (fo called) 
is. muchwhat alike ( but very unlike a good 
Phyfician) as to faffer a man to continue lan- 
guifhing in a Loofnefs or Vomiting , becaufe it 
difchargeth fome peccant ftimulating matter 
but in this cafe , as alfo in that of the Gout, the 
extravagancy and irritation of ‘noxious ‘humors 


_ are'to be checkt, collected and féne forth by 
t | good Medicines, in a placid gentle way, through 
/ convenient duQures.and outlets, and not let to 


continue in a detrimental extravagant courte. 
Now concerning the cuvrability and ineura- 

bility of the Gout, I do owne that fome are 

much more capable of Cure than others, by the 


| nature and condition of their bodies: and fome 


M 2 are 
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are not curable , as age and other circumftances 
have reduced them tovan incurable ftate: yet I 
fay, in the worft of cafes there are witigations 
and helps, that'check and tame the fiercenefs of 
the difeafe , render it more tolerable and eafie : 
and fuch Propiylacics or Preventives there are 
(with a due Regimen of life) that will keep off 
the frequency, and retard the returns of this 
painful Malady. 

Thus much concerning the Goxt fixed, or 
conftant to a part: it remains that I deliver my 
thoughts and experience touching the Rheama- 
tif or ranning Gout, fo called 5 becaufe it 
fhifts from part to part, invading not only the 
Joynts, but alfo the wembranofum Genus , the 
Membranes both of the Mufcles ; Vz/cera, and 
Bones. . : 

Hence it is, that (ometimes thefe pains are ex- 
ternal in the Afufeles and habit of the Body: 
{ometimes internal, when the Vifcera are affault- 
ed; asthe Lawgs, Liver , Inteftines, Spleen, 
&c; fometimes thefe pains affe& the Bones, by 
pricking the Perzoffewm, that Membrane which 
covers and enwraps the bone. 

Some complain of their rms, others of their 
Shoulder-blades; fome the Back, others or at 
other times the Breaft 5 fometimes the 7: highs, 
and fometimes the Legs 3. the humor fhifting 
and moving from one place to another: and 
this upon changes of the weather, turning of the 


wind, and feafons of the year 5 thefe pains do | 


go and come , ‘afflicting more or lefs: and yet 
| no 
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no fwelling, Zaflavemation, or outward appéa- 
rafice upon the part grieved. | 

Thefe pains continuing , or frequently inféft- 
ing, do debilitate and difable the parts affected ; 
infomuch that fome go very weakly, others ufe 
their arms but with little ftrength, and fome the 
ule of their Limbs almoft taken away. 

The material and continent caufe of thefe fu- 
gitive and vagrant paizs, is the fame or of the 
fame nature, with the former Arthritis or 
Joynt-Gout: vz. a tartarous or fharp pene- 
trating ferofity that molefts thefe feveral parts: 
and to confirm that this isa ferows or watry hu- 
mor; it makes no Tumor, nor fuppurates, which 


were it of another kind it would: befides, the _ 


mobility and fluctuating nature thereof, aroues 
it to be of that kind : and farther 2 juwantzhus 
we may molt rationally conclude fo 5. Tranfpi- 
ration and copious emiffion of Urine, and al 
Purgation that evacuates feroxs humors , gives 
allay and fedation to thefe fleeting pains. 

But why this fhould be fo moveable, and 
changing its place , the other fixed or conftant 
to a part, fince one and the fame humoral mat- 
ter is the caufe of both; the reafon hereof may 
be this: from abundance of the humor, and for 
want of vent; one way not being fufficient to 
receive and {pendiit ; Nature is neceflitated to 
find out and break through feveral ways; that 
is, by-forcing the. .Azaftomofes, and opening the 
terminations of the Veins , {pewing forth this 
punging itritating humor into feveral parts: and

The word Ivzflammatio ufed in the Latine, 
in the Greek is gaeyygvn and: padqwas, from 
@aéjyo wro, to burn or inflame: in both Lan- 
guages fignifying {ome extraordinary and pre- 
ternatural heat kindled and begun in fome part 
of the Body : and in the common acceptation 
of a Phlegmon of Inflammation, is underftood 
thereby a hot Tw#or arifing from blood. 

But- although Inflamwations are reckoned 
among the Tumors, and fo accounted by moft 
Practifers: yet F mutt take leave to divide Iz- 
flammations from Tamors,and diftinguifh them 
apart, as:properly {03 for’ commonly they are 
feparate,although oftentimes conjunc: and the 
denomination was given 2 calore, not a tue 
Hore. 

By « inflammation therefore | underftand 


| "here only a preternatural or extraordinary heat 


begun in any part, (asthe Etywon of the word 
imports) before a Twzor be railed ; but by time 
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and continuance Inflammation ox great heat 
does attract matter and forms a Tumor, and 
then Inflammation and Tumor are coupled or 
complicated together : for as we plainly find. 
external parts to burn or feel very hot, and to 
Jook red ;, you fay then, the part is inflamed, 
although no Fumor or {welling appear; fois it 
internally, the part is fery, hot or inflamed, be-

mations conjoyned with Tumors; and here I 
make Inflammation a diftinct Claflis, and to 
be a gradation or {tep towards a Tuwor, which 
probably may follow, if not prevented, as fome- 
times it doth.

And here it is worth our inquiry , to know 
the reafons why fome Ivflammations produce : 
Tumors, and fome go off without forming a | | 
Tumor ¢ and this is caufed from the difference | 
of the parts affected 5 and the copious 7#flux, 
and contumacy of the material caufe to be ree | 
moved; fram the efficacy of weans timely ufed, | 
or the ftrength of Neture to relieve her felf. | 
Secondly, We are to take notice what parts 
of the Body are fubje& to Inflammations 5 and 
they are the wufcular ficth, the Atenzbraves,the | 
Parenchyma of the Vifcera, and the Glandu: 
fas: hence it is, that Inflammations as they 
are {eated in divers parts of the Body, fo are they 
called by diftinguifhing names, from the part af- 
fected: as Phrenit# , an inflammation of the 
: ie i: Meninges 
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Meninges or Membranes of the Brain. 
Ophihalmia of the Eye. 
Parotis of the Glandule near the Ear, 
Peripnenmonia of the Lungs. 
Pleuritis of the Pleura. — 
Nephritis of the Kidneys. 
Angina of the Mutcles of the Throat. 

Now from the part affected you are to ob- 
ferve , that any member the more wervovs it is, 
by fo much the paiz is greater 5 and by how 
much the part is more flefhy, by fo much the 
fooner the Inflammation comes to a refolution, 
or collection of matter. 

In the third place we come to remark the 
conjun@ and material caufes of Inflamemations s 
and they are generated either by obftruifion, or 
extravafation. 

Obftruction begets Inflammation when the 
fluid liquors in the Veflels are denied their free 
motion and tranfition : and this happens when 
thefe Juyces are coagulated, grofs or thick; and 
thereby become /agvant in the {maller Veflels, 
Or by compre(fion, when the Veftels are {topt by 
fome adjacent part twmified or extended beyond 
its common bounds. Or by anixflvx of blood 
rufhing into fome fmaller Veflels, from whence 
there is not a ready tranfmiflion and paflage : 
for the veval and arterial Pipes entring into a 
member are commonly large, but grow fmaller, 
as they. go deeper in, and their ramifications 
very minute, that they may foon be overchar- 

ed by a turgid blood , more than ofdinarily 
E reveneing and flowing in. Thus 
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Thus great paz from what caufe foever may 
introduce Inflammation, by drawing a. flux of 
humors to a part or member, from whence they 
cannot readily retire or move forwards. And 
here’ you may fee how Comtufions , Luxations, 
Fratures,&c. do occafion Izflammations, tf not 
prevented by care and skill with exquifite good 
means, 

By extravafation fometimes Inflammations do 
arife ; that is, wheneither by plenitude and 
fulnefs, or heat and thinnefs of blood , the ter- 
minations or mouths of the Veins are opened, 
and fome effufion made 3; which then being out 
of its proper place does degenerate and cor- 


rupt, and affords matter for: Ivflavzmation. Thus 


by Ruptures, Puncfures and Wounds, extravafa- 
ted blood is the material caule of Inflammations. 

Fourthly 3 but-matter alone cannot produce 
nor any other difeafe) being 
inactive and a dead thing of it-{elf, except fome 
vital Agent works upon it, forms and moves it : 
who or what this Agent is, we. are, to inquire

Since then Inflammation 1s, not procured by 
matter alone , nor can it exift only by ~atter, 
there muft then be an internal efficiewt and mo- 
vent Principle joyned with this wetter, that 
fabricates and. generates of this matter-an Jz- 


flammation. 


But. underftand me-rightly: I-docnot’ mean 
that this matter takes-fire and 1s kindled, as if 1¢ 


were.a falphureus and combultible matter , and

fuch thing: but this werbific hoftile matter ftirs 
up the vital heat by way of irritation, provokes 
the vital principle to eftuatie and wax hot : for 
from hence does all heat ewzavare , {tream, and 
iffue forth ; i whether it be a temperate and na- 
tural warmth, or a preternatural and. inflaming 
-heat, both proceed from this fountain : So that 
| hereby you muft diftinguifh between the occa- 
fional matter of Ixflammations, and. the internal 
efficient that does excandefcere G inflammare. V his 
| inflaming heat arifeth from a principle much 
different from the materia morbifica occafonalis : 
this great heat does not rife out of the morbific 
matter inflamed , but from the vital Privciple 


4 incenfed. 


A Stone in the Kidneys by railing great pain, 
may caufe an Inflammation there 3 and this {tone 
isthe occafional and material caufe thereof ; 
but none can think that this contains fire in 1t, 
or is capable to be inflamed, or to communicate 
any heat to the containing parts, fave only what 
it hath received from the vital heat refiding in 
the body: And thus it is in all other cafes of 
Inflammation , i any part of the body, from 
what caufe foever. 

This vital Principle is feated in every member 
of the body, and does prefide as Governor } and 
not only for defence thereof, but alfo to move 
and ac in it fo, as no vital office or function 
can be performed without the affiftance. and 

power of this internal: invilible Agent 5 “ is 
a there 
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there any heat , but what arifeth from hence: 
And this is that which Hippocrates calls the #mpe- 
tun facienss Helmont the Archeus, which I chufe 
rather to call the vital Principle. 

When any thing happens out of order in the 
body, a Vefiel ob{tructed, or fome liquor extra- 


vafated , or what elfe that may difturb and in- 


terrupt any member in its office 5 foon the vital 
Principle is affected and concerned therein 5 and 
if the matter be confiderable and contumacious, 
pain arifeth there: and this pain is the fuffering 
and aneuifh of the vital Regert, {trugling torefift 
the injury, and labouring to remove the impe- 
diment : hence the Ivflammation and preterna- 
tural heat arifing from this vital power. 

Fifthly, and in the laft place, from.the do- 
étrine preceding we are to make fome obferva- 
tions that may be ufeful for guidance in Pra- 
Gice, and to remark fome pernicious errors that 
pals undifcerned. 

And firft , here you mutt take notice of the 
affinity between Inflanmations and. Feavers : 
that moft Feavers do arile from Inflammations 
of fome particular part, and are the off-{pring 
from thence, or {pringing from that root. For 
the quod ft PraCtice does affirm it; for rarely 
you fhall meet with any confiderable Feaver, 
but fome particular part is chiefly complained. 
of 3 and as the grief or pain does abate there, 
the Feaver isremys and flackens allo. 

Secondly , you are to note, that Peavers are

corde 
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corde accenjo: afligning the Heart to be the Focas 
where febrile heat 1s firft kindled , and from 
whence it is maintained; when almoft in any 
other part of the body, if an inflammation hap- 
pen there, a Feaver will certainly follow, taking 
its rife from thevce, not from the Heart : fo that 
the Heart then fuffers /ywpathically by confent, 
not édiopathically and originally. And whereas 
I faid almoft any part, intimating thereby, that 
a flight Inflammation may be in the {mall and 
capillary Veins of fhort continuance, which may 
not communicate a Feaver to the whole body : 
and fuch inflammations we {ee externally plan- 
ted fometimes , the capillary Veins of the Cutis 
being affected calore & rubore , which either 
fpontaneoufly vanifh, or foon yield to fome out- 
ward application only. 

Thirdly , From the denominations of Feaver 
and Inflammation , you may obferve the parity 
or near relation they have to each others for 
from the Etyon of the words , they feem to 
import muchwhat the fame thing, denoting on- 
ly an extraordinary heat, aupélés from mip zgais, 
and in the Latine Febrir, a ferveo: grcqwas in~ 
_ flammatio, from grew uro. 

Fourthly , We fhall not depend upon Ety- 
mologies, which are allegorical, and often ftrain- 
ed; but inquire into the nature and extent of 
each , and know what is meant by the one and 
the other, and then what difference between 
them. Feavers are known, and defined by pre- 
ternatural heat and effervefcency through the 

vi hole 
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whole body: Izflammation is a preternatural. 


heat of a partigular part. Hence we remark, 
that .Feavers are general Inflammations or in- 
-flammations dilated : Inflammations particular 
Feavers of a members thus differing in extent 
and latitude : but withal obferve the order of 
caufation.; Inflammation precedes and lays the 
foundation , in this or that part there is the 
fomes and minera morbi: a ¥eaver follows wpon 
the whole body , caufed only by confent from 

_ thence and condolency. | 
Now if all or moft Inflammations caule Fea: 
vers, and Inflanemations fo frequent, as being the 
certain confequents of great pain, then two 
things are to be noted: firft, that upon the ap- 
pearance or difcovery of a Feaver,-you may fut 


pect an Inflammation couched under it , front 


whence as the {pring this Feaver does arife. 
Secondly, that the Cure of moft Feavers ought 
to be defigned and managed fo , as refpecting 


and aiming chiefly at a particular Inflammation, — 


upon which the Feaver does depend : feblata 
causa---- and when a Feaver arifeth upon this 
account (as for the moft part it doth) then little 
regard is to be had to the general Feaver , but 
the ftrefs of Cure lyes upon removing the occa- 


“fional and material caufes of Pain and Ipflan- 


Waizon in the particular part, the foundation of 
all the reft, which being removed, the depend- 
ing Leaver falls of courfe. 
Thus all our Difcourfe tends to make a true 
difcovery of caufes ; that when sige 
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heat doesarife in the body and. beget a Feevers 
we may know, not only what to call it, but alfo 
what to do, by levelling at the right mark. 

But by the way I mutt tell you allo, howa 
Feaver fometimes does arife , and not from fy- 
flammation of a pained part: and that is when 
fome. heterogeneous difcordant matter , or fome 
malign and venenate Mia/m is mingled or got 
into the blood; Nature, which is the vital Prin- 


ciple, raifeth a preternatural fermentation and. 


febrile effervefcency in the mafs of blood, for a 
purification, and feparation of this €xotic mix- 
ture 3 and admits of no fedation and reit until 
that work be finifhed. 

Fifthly, and from hence you are to be warn- 
ed of the dangerous and: common Practice in 
Feavers, by Fuleps, Barley-water and other fuch 
like cooling Medicines ufed to: allay the heat 5 
from a great miftake of the rile of Feavers, and 
from whence this heat does aflurge: for , whe- 
ther the Feaver does depend upon a particular 
inflamed part; or ageneral fermentation of the 
blood. for purification 5 in both cafes of Fea- 
vers, fach cooling Medicines are pernicious, and 
have killed thoufands:: for by intifting fo much 
.} upon them, and aiming to fupprefsthe Feaver by 
. | Coolers,-Gvhich is not poflible to be done) thus 

| trifling the time away , the opportunity of cu- 
_ fj ring is loft, and the difeafe prevails. 
| . The errour of thefe cooling Medicines is ap- 
, | parent from the infuccefs thereof; for never 
| was the thirft of a fick perfon fatisfied by a Fu- 
| lep 5 
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Jep; but a’ draught of good drink , fuch as the 
Patients {tomach calls for, that is acceptable and 
refrefhing: fo that I fay , Fuleps are but cold 
comfort to a feaverifh fick man; for thefe cold 
Medicines impofed upon the fick, are fo far from 
aflifting Nature to perform the work fhe 1s 
ftrugling about, that they naufeate and flat the 
{tomach (which fhould invigorate the other fa- 
culties) damp the power of Nature contending, 
and leave her languifhing for refrefhment cove- 
ted in her natural common drink. | 
What advantage can there be in a Fulep to 
take off, or any way contribute to the removal 
of any matter that 1s the caufe of Inflammation 
in the Liver, Spleen, Kidneys, Mefentery, Pleura, 
&c. any part of the body ? truly none; but 
that is not all; for befides the doing no good, 
it does much mifchief, in fupprefling the forti- 
tude of Nature, and cheating the poor Patient 
of that defired common affiftance by drink that 
would be comfortable. But no more of this; 
becaufe I have enlarged upon this point pag. 27, 
28,29, 30. yet it falls in here, neceflarily to be 
taken notice of; becaufle Lzjlzmmations always 
introduce Feavers, which Feaver being moft 
obvious and apparent, ingroffeth all endeavours 
for allaying that general and expanded heat ; 


but they go the wrong way to work, even pre= 


pofteroufly, beginning at the wrong end. 

But now to inform what is neceflary to be 
done, when a pained inflamed part requires 
help, take thefe directions in general, which as 

-. be 
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be advantageous in moft , if not all particular 
cafes, 

Fife, Examine and confider the nature of 
the part inflamed, being the part primarily affe- 
ced, the foundation of this difturbance ; from 
whofe peculiar {tructure and fabrication, as alfo 
from its office, you will find what are the ufual 
impediments that moleft and difturb fucha part, 
and how it becomes liable thereto. 

Secondly , You are to confider what way this 
matter is to be carried off (if it be humoral) and 
by. what means: adapting fuch Remedies fuita- 
ble to the condition of the part affected , and 
proper for the removal of fuch a morbific 
caufe. 

Thirdly, The Feaver that arifeth from , and 
depends upon this Ivflawmation , 1s not to biafs 
you, or take you off from any thing neceflary 
to be done, in order to reduce the part primart- 
| ly affected , but profecute direttly there , and 

regard not the Feaver 5 for as you get advan- 
tage in relieving the part grieved, you will find 
the Feaver to decreafe, and totally vanifh when 
that is reftored. And to tell you plainly, I 
_ know nothing you can do advantagious for the 
part inflamed , that may be injurious upon ac- 
count of the Feaver , if the Feaver were inde- 
pendent, and had no relation to the other. 

Fourtily , Ufblood be the primary caufe, or 
otherwife aggravating through plenitude, make 
a depletion: thercby the Czrculation will be 
more free , surgency abated, and. fluxioz preven- 

-N ted, 
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ted, at leaft retracted 5 for if the caufe be in the 


Veins ox Arteries, moft neceflary it is to be dones 
for commonly then a plethory, grofinefs, or coa- 


gulation gave the occafion of this grief;; but if 


it be an acrid jéro%ty, that lanceth and irritates 
the tender part, Phlebotomy may draw off, and 
make a diverfion for atime , until other good 
means can be adminiftred, to eradicate or blunt 
the {harpnefs of its acidity. 

Fifibly, Set open the vents and outlets which 
Nature hath framed, and make evacuation , to 
abate fulne/s, and remove foulnefs im the whole 
body; thereby you will prevent or allay the 


turgency of ill humors that are apt to ferment - 


and move upon this diforder 5 and cut off a 
fupply of morbific matter that may refort to the 
part pained, or raile a new difturbance in other 
parts of the body. 

Here you mult procure , and profecute this 
intention with Balfamic Ad/ferfves, the true Ca- 
thartics, (not venenous Laxatives the common 
reputed Purgatives) and cleanfe the lower re- 
gion of the body 3 whereby alfo you will fub- 
duG@ and draw away from the parts affected. 
The groffer matter being thus removed and car- 
ried off fufficiently, the remainder difcharge by 
Tran{piration, making an apertion of the Pores, 
and fetting open thole imperceptible vents, by 


the ufe of effectual and choice Diaphoretics, | 


thereby to attenuate, rarifie, and {catter. 
For outward Ivzjlammations Topical Medicines 


are applied to the part, Fomentations,Cataplafms, 
Onguents, 


® 
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Onguents , &c. to appeafe and allay ; but our 
internal cafes do not admit of fuch applications ; 
therefore we are to defign otherwife, and adapt 
fuch internal Medicines, and by fuch operations; 
as may reach the morbows matter to remove and 
tranfmit it ; yet when an Inflammation is {eated 
near the fuperficies or extern parts of the bo- 
dy, as the Pleura, the gibbous part of the Liver, 
and. fuch like 5 efpecially if a Tumor conjoyn- 
ed do appear alfo, or any. vifible extenfion, then 
local Medicines may be of good ufe, and contri- 
bute towards a Cure. 

But here by way of caution take notice; That 


no refrigerating or repercufling application be 


made , to repel and drive back from the part 
pained; for this may prove of dangerous cons 
fequence, as the imprudent adventures of fomé 
in this manner have left fad memento’s , to for- 
bid the like practice, ots 
But fome may fay, How thall we know wher 
any internal part is inflamed , becaufe neither 
the eye nor the hand can reach there to difco« 
ver the difeafe ? Yes very well; for great pain 
and anguifh continuing in any fecret internal 
part, and raifing a febrile heat in the whole bo- 
dy, does as certainly declare that part to be in- 
flamed (in the fenfe before exprefled ) as any 
outward figns can manifeft, where feeing and 
haridling does or can adjudge the cafe. 
Sixthly , and in the laft place 5 becaufe In. 
flammations do arife from ; and. depend much 
upon the continuance of paz 3 therefore Azo. 
N 2 dynes 
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dynes or allayers of pain may be profitable at 
fome times , and in fome cafes 5- but warily to 


be ufed, and the times nicely to be diftinguith- 


ed and chofen , as not to difplace or put by a 
curing Medicine : for no Opiate or Anodyne 1s 
curative, but palliative , and for allaying the ex- 


" tremity of pain, and to give reft only : for pain 


keeping the fick from natural and wonted reft, 
does bring, great weaknef and laffitude of {pi- 
rits. Since pain therefore and long watching 
enervates and debilitates Nature greatly’5 on 
the contrary, fleep refrefheth and reftores much, 
that the enfeebled Patient then may gain refpite 
from pain, and refrefhment by reft 5 when the 
fick is in danger , as being tyred out for want 
of cafe and fleep, then the cafe calls for Azo- 
dynes, and ought to be made ule of. 

But: becaufe Opiates and Azodynes do not re- 
move the morbific caufe, therefore they are not 


“to be infifted upon, or relyed on as curing 


means; but they are to be ufed in cafes of ex- 
tremity for mitigation and eafe 5 and at fuch 
due times as not to hinder the operation of any 


curative Remedy.

oF ‘Omors may fitly be placed next to Ix 
flammations, becaufe Inflammations are thi 

foundation or occafion of many Tvmors 5 thoug 

Tumors fometimes arife not procured or caule: 

by Inflammation preceding : but moft frequent 
ly Tumors grow up and take their rife from pains 
and where pain is , Izflammation (in our fenfe) 
follows of courfe:: and there is much reafon for 
it, becaufe pain and heat does arife from one 
and the fame principle, as already fet forth : 
and when this painful inflaming heat continues, 
you may rationally expect a Tumor (by fluxion) 
to follow; ifnot prevented by good means, to 
pluck out the hia morbifica the thorn in the 
flefh ; or Nature fo powerful and prevalent to 
free her felf. 

Tumors have their denomination 4 tumeo to 
fwell ; and the Greek word oyx9» fignifies pro- 
tuberance or expanfion : fo that by Lumor you 
may underftand a part enlarged, and increafed 
in bignefs preternaturally : for natural extenti- 
ons are not to be called Tumors : as the dugs or 
belly of a woman with child , though they be 
extended bigger than ordinary, yet it is natural, 
or by the courfe of Nature. 

You are not to expect here a Chirurgical T rea- 
tie of Tumors, as if the Cures hereof were to be 

N 2 perfor- 
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performed by zazual operation: but I fhall thew 
you fome differences of external Tumors that 
require fuch management , only that you may 
the better apprehend and judge of internal: 


for as external Tors do arife from internal © 


matter, and prefent outwards 5. fo hidden inter- 
nal Tumors are formed of the like matter , and 
from fuch occafions muchwhat as the external, 
fave only fome outward injuries that may affect 
the fuperficial , and not the interior parts: as 
Contulton, Scalding, Cupping, Vettcatories, &ec. 
Galen in his Book de Tumoribys , reckoning 
up all forts of Tumors as he fuppofed , gives in 
the account to be fixty one: but Ivgraffias in 
his Survey of Tumors afterwards, adds an hun- 
dred fixty five more to them, and gives particu- 
jar names: but examining the reafon hereof we 
find the advance of number , not any way to 
promote their Cures, but makes confufion and 
perplexity in Praéfice: for this variety is not 
from any real difference in their nature, but 
from fome accidental difference between them 
in appearance 5 as magvitude , figure , ttuation, 
Sc. fo that the fame in kind 1s repeated by a- 
nother name: therefore this vaft number will 
admit of a great abatement, and the defignment 
of their Cures much eafier and better managed, 
when all are reduced under a few general heads, 
re{pecting their continent matter, and many 
joyned together under one name by the union 
and fimilitude of their nature. - 
- The difference therefore of Tumors gee:

~ from the variety of their material caufes, and 
the modus generandi, are chiefly to be lookt at 5 
for from thence isthe defignment of Cures more 
efpecially bottomed ; but with fome refpect to 
the feat or part affected. 
The general divifion of ‘Tumors from their 
material caufes (in the common received Prax 
aed is fixfold. 
irft, from Blood, which makes a Phlegmon. 
Second, from Choler, which generates an Ery~ 
fipelas. : 
*" Third, from Phlegm, which begets an Ocdemza, 
Fourth , from Melancholy , which makes a 
Scirrhys. | 
Fifth, from a ferows or watry humor, which 
venerates watry Tumors, as Hydrocephalus. 


Sixth, from Flatulency, and this Tumor 1s cal- 


led Emphyfema, Inflatio, Tumor flatulentus. 
Under thefe fix general Heads are comprifed 
alfo feveral other fubdivifions: as jr? , fuch as 
arife from the degenerate and depraved condi- 
tion of thefe fimple and fingle humors: fecond= 
ly, fach as {pring from the compofition and mtx- 
ture of the fimple humors one with another. 
How far I can comply with this fpecious Do- 
rine, whether it be not more notional than 
practical , and my exceptions againtt it, I fhall 
not declare now, in regard time, and the intend- 
ed concifenefs of this Work , will not give me 
leave to eftablith my own opinion , and judg- 
ment diffenting in this matters nor 1s it necefla- 


7 to lay open the intricacy of out defign in 
Seefag oh N 4 : hand, 
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164 Lumors internal, fcirrhous, 
hand , by debating and controverting this Do- 


Grime, which relates chiefly to‘external Tumors 
and Chirurgical Practice. 


And although internal Tumors are generated _ 


of the fame matter as external ; yet all thefe 
differences (fuppofed to be true) cannot {0 nice- 
ly and certainly be adjudged and determined ; 
but ézdications from thence muft be more gene- 
ral and at large, for dillodging, cleanfing, and 
carrying off any fuch material caufe, that infefts 
and tumifies a member or part. 


Since therefore internal Tumors do not pre- 


fent themfelves to the eye , for a more certain 
and exact knowledge; we are to make judg- 
ment of them and determine, from the fabrica- 
tion and office of the part affected and com- 
Seiabap which gives fome intimation thereof, 
what Swcews , or depraved and _preternatural 
matter may refide there: as alfo from the gene- 
ral conftitution and difpofition of the body an- 


tecedently difpofing thereto : for that Cacochy- 


vay which is predominant in the body , is moft 
likely to be the canfe or matter of the hidden 
Tumor , except fome other circumf{tances and 
probabilities do mainly fuggeft another morbous 
matter. | | 
From the nature and condition of the part 
affected , you may fometimes conclude the Tx- 
zor there to be of fuch a kind : as when the left 
ypockonder is preternaturally extended, you 
may rationally judge fiatulency and melancholy 
feculency to be the matter and caufe thereof

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From the fignals of a ferous Cacochymy , or 
abounding {erofity in the body 5 you may con; 
|. clude, if {welled legs or feet do happen hereup- 
on, the Tumor 1s Aydropic. y 

For the wodus generandi, and the occafional 
caufes of internal Tumors, they may be reduced 
to thefe five. | 

1. Attrattion. 2. Tranfmilfion. 3. Congeftion, 
4. Obftrudtion. 5. Extravafation. 

Firft, By Attradion hamors are brought to 
any part, and there accumulated : and thus pain 
increafing heat preternaturally (like a Ventofé or 
a Veficatory ) does attra trom the adjacent 
parts, and procures a confluence of humors to 
the part pained, and thereby forms a Tuor. 

Now if parz be fo apt to beget a conflux, and 
confequently a Tvmor 5 then you ought to be- 
ware , and often fufpect fuch a produc; for as 
much as pains are very frequent in moft difea- 
{es, as before proved. Then alfo remember up- 
ona cefiation of pain, there ought to be care 
taken by proper means, for the receflion and 
diffipation of confluxed matter : and not ima- 
gine upon a prefumption, that when the paiz 1s 
gone, all is gone, and the Patient fecure. 

Secondly , Tranfmilfion procures a Tumor, 
when the expulfive faculty of fome parts is vi- 
gorous and {trong to fend off any excrementi- 
tious matter, and depofite it upon a weaker, 
which being not able to expel, it lodgeth there 
and generates a Tumor. Thus the principal and 
more noble parts have a natural robor and for- 

titude, 
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titude, to fend off their fuperfluous and noxious 
matter, and tranf{mit it to the inferior and ig- 


noble. 


Now there are fome parts that are weak by 
Nature 5 and fome by Accident. 

By Nature thofe are weak that are defigned 
minifterial and fubfervient, and therefore liable 
to tranfmited matter from their fuperiors:thus the 
Glandules ave all weak parts, lax and {pongious, 


| iu to receive and imbibe: hence it 1s that the 


leart tranfmits to the Glavdules in the Arm- 
pits; the Braiz behind the Ears; the Lrver to the 
Groins, and the Glandules of the Mefentery are 
very apt to tumifie, and are the latent caufes of 
fome difficult abftrufe difeafes. The S477 allo 
is a weak part and general Ewuncfory for the 
whole body, and therefore many Eruptions and 
Tumors are there vilible. 

By Accident fome parts are weak 5 as when 
by a difeafe, inordinate living, or cafual injury 5 
fome particular part , though {trong by nature 
and original formation, may be vitiated, debili- 
tated and made feeble. 

Thirdly, By Congefliow Tumors are fometimes 
bred; as when a part or member does not trantf- 
mute the alimentary fupply into its own fub- 
ftance, but fuffers it to degenerate there, and 


accumulate into a Tumor: or elle the expulfive 
faculty may be weak , and not able to fend off 


the excrementitious part, which remaining there 
may produce the like : or fometimes the fault 
may be in the nutritious fupply , not being ca- 


pable | 
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|] pable of a good tranfmutation , asin cacochymi- 
I cal and foul bodies. 

| Sometimes the reli&ts of an acute ficknefs not 
| well cured , by covgeftion in this or that. part 
does afford matter to beget internal Tizors 5 
| and therefore after the fmall Pox, Agwes, Fea- 
vers, &c. purgation and cleanfing ought well to 
| be performed, elfe chrozic difeates commonly do 
) I fucceed them, from peccant matter lodged here 
‘| or there: and therefore upon fuch neglects or 
| infufficient performance thereof, we find com- 
| monly big and hard Bellies , or fwelld Legs s 
' |] fome part or other pained , tumified, or hard. 
| And thefe are the effetts of imperfect Cures, 
| when the morbific matter is only abated , and 
} the ftorm laid ; but the remainder accumulates 
| by collection and congeftion, to produce a dif- 

| feafe of another nature. 
Fourthly , By Obftruétion Tumors or extenfi- 
/ ons are begotten; for when the current is ftopt 
in any Veliel , and by the Law of Circulation 
) the continent Szccus or humor , is {till moving 
I} forwards to this place obftructed 5 the Vellel or 
| containing part muft needs tumifie and fwell, as 
not able to receive and contain the additional 
flowing matter in its former dimenfions. And 
this is apparent to the eye in external parts;which 
muft needs prove the imternal : for a ttrait Li- 
gature wpon the Arm or Leg , does caufe the 
part below the binding to fwell: and for this 
reafon 3 becaufe the Vefiels are obftructed by 
conprelfion, that the blood cannot circulate and 
: move 
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move on. And the cafe is the like in effect, 
when obftruction of a Veflel 1s made from coz- 


gulation, weraflation or grofinefs , or any coxz- 


creted matter within the ducture or cavity, to 
obftruct and {top the {tream. 

Now obftructions are generally acknowledg- 
ed to be the frequent caufes of many or moft 
difeafes : and few cafes do prefent in Practice, 
but obftruction bears a part, and fometimes the 
folitary caufe 5 or elfe obftruction is very much 
wronged 5 for nothing more frequent in Phyf- 


cians mouths than obftructions; and yet no-_ 


thing more feldom mentioned than an internal 
Tumor : from whence we may well conclude, 
itis rarely thought on or not at all fulpetted. 
But obfirudions are {fo familiar and frequent in 


difcourie,, that they are little accounted of , at 


leaft not thought to be of any dangerous con- 
fequence: not confidering that this obftruition 


may, and does often (being contumacious) be- | 


set a Tumor 3 and this Tumor may caufe a loag 
and difficult, or dangerous acute ficknefs, if not 
mortal : for the progrefs may go on {till, from 
Lumor to Apofiew or fappuration, and then plane 
an Oser there : .or this Tumor may become 
fcirrhous and hard 5 then perhaps cancerous, gan- 
grened, and then you know what follows next, 
mortification. 


From hence it is very reafonable to judge of 


the feries and courfe of many chroxic, or long 
lingering difeafes; as alfo of the acute mortal 


ficknefles's. molt of which do make their pro-” 


neafe 
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orefs by thefe ftages , have thefe commutations 
and tranfition; at laft thew fatul termination, 
becaufe this latent train of difeafes was not fut 
pected. | 

But all this while the Feaver was the difeafe 
feared , and vainly endeavoured againft 5 and 
the Patient is {aid to dye of a Feaver , becaufe a 
Feaver did attend (the life did eftuate and was 
difquieted) in the whole courfe, and every tran- 
fition of the ficknefs, even to death. 

Fifthly, By Extravafation a Tumor 1s fome- 
times generated : as when the Veflels are re- 
plete and full caufing texfio 5 by thinnels, heat, 
and {harpnefs of blood 5 or a preternatural and 
turgid fermentation diftending the Vefiels: the 
mouths of the Veins are hereby opened fome- 
times, and a ftiMicidium or effution of the con- 
tained liquor procured 5 which being lodged 
out of its proper place , does corrupt, inflame, 
and produce a Tumor. 

Now concerning the figns of an internal Tz- 
mor , they are not only extenfion and increafe 
of magnitude; which is apparent when it makes 
a protuberance upon the fuperficies: but alfoa 
fixed heavinefs or hardnefs ; or pain upon pref- 

-fure with the hand , does give great fulpicion 
and. probable conjeCture of a latent internal Ta- 

_ mor \ying deep and obfcure5 efpecially, and by 
way of confirmation, when the preceding cau- 
{es apt to generate Tumors,do concur to {treng- 
then the probability. 

But before we conclude this Difcourfe of 
Tumors 3 
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Tumors 3 fomething more is to be. faid , and | 
that touching a Scirrhws and Apoftem , which | 
are comprehended under Tumors 3 and do fi g- | 


nifie only the diftiné& and fpecial condition 


thereof: and here we have occafion to take- |. 


notice of the different {tate of Tuors, and their 
way of refolution, fixation, or tranflation, 

- Lumors do either wear away and {pend by 
difen{fion and tran{piration : or they recede by 


a tranflation of matter into another part ; or 


they apoftemate and come to fuppuration: or 
they indurate and become fcirrhows : or they 
tabefie and corrupt the part where they are 
feated. | 

Difeulfien of a Tumor is the beft that can be 
expected 5 and this ought chiefly to be aimed 
at in Practice: the next to be hoped for and 
endeavoured , is diflodging of it and removal 
from a noble to an ignoble part; or to fuch 
place where means can em be ufed, and more 
apt for receflion, or egreffion of the continent 
material caufe: but if the Tumor apoftemates, 
the danger is greater or lefs, according to the 
nature and condition of the member or part : 
if it zxdurates , the danger is delayed 5 but if it 
corrupts the part ,-the danger is greater , and 
more {peedy in execution. 

Apofie 1s that degree or ftate of a Tumor, 
when it is saat or ripe , which 1s called 
Suppuration 3 the material or humoral caufe be- 
ing then converted into a Py or purulent mat- 
ter: and while this is # fieri doing , all Sym- 
ptoms 


| 
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ptoms are ageravated, pain, heat, pulfation, ten- 


fion are greater: but being perfected, they all 
decreafe again, and the Patient finds eafe 5 but 
not out of danger in thefe internal Apoftees 5 
for if it be fo feated , where there 1s no conve- 
nient vent or EmunGory to difcharge it, the cafe 
is defperate. 

As the humoral matter that formed the Iz- 
mor was more benign and good, as pure blood 
fo the converted Pys or purulent matter from 
thence, does commonly anfwer it in goodnefs : 
for of good blood and in found bodies , the 
maturation is more kindly, the Pxs white, mild, 
and not endangering to corrupt the part ; but 
in foul depraved. bodies and aliguant difeafes, 
apoftemated matter is more putrid, {tinking, and 
venenous, and does threaten a Gangrene or 
mortification of the part: and therefore fuch in- 
ternal colle&tions of matter , in peftélemtial and. 
malignant Feavers , Venereal Pox , {mall Pox, 
and fuch like, are commonly mortal. 

S-irrhous Tumors are fuch, as when the con- 
tinent matter does not maturate and become 
foft , fit to break and difcharge 5 but grows 
hard and fiued in the part, not apt to be dif- 
charged or removed by difcuffion or fuppura- 
tion. And this the word Scérrbus imports, from 
Cruppow induro. 7 

Tumors in fome parts of the body are apt to 
fuppurate, asin the carzous OF flefhy : in other 
parts, as the Foyzts , Tendons , and Ligaments, 
more inclined to indurate-and become feirrhous 
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and the, reafon may be this; that thofe’ parts 
which take their origine from blood, are more 
prompt and ready to {uppurateas the flefh; but 
thofe which take their rife from feminal matter, 
as the Texdons, Ligaments, Nerves, 8c. they are 
more inclinable to _/c7rrhofty or hardnefs. 

But befides this difpofition of the parts affect- 
ed, there is alfo, and chiefly a propenfion in the 
congefted or influxed ~atter of thefe Tumors : 
for by the different nature of humoral matter, 
fome is more fluxible and thin , participating 
much of jérofity, and apt to tranfpire or be dif- 
cuffed : other more yielding to a preternatural 
digeftion and fuppuration , as the blood that is 
pure and good : other inclining to be wfons, 
coagulated, and confequently to indurate 5 as a 


feculent 5 grumous, or grofs blood, deprived of | 


its ferofity. 

And farther 5 befides the difpofition of parts, 
and that of the material caufe inclining to this 
feirrbofity, there may alfo come in and be joyn- 
ed with thefe a third promoter , which in fome 
cafes may be the chief caufe , and that is, an ill 
method and injurious Medicines, fo endeavour- 
ing to remove , may thereby fix and fa{ten the 
matter: for thus a Tor which might probably 
be difperfed, may be changed from its own ca- 
pacity and tendency , and become fcirrhous and 


widurate : as when conftant or great Coolers.” 


ire adminiftred to abate the /yptomatical or 
‘oncomitant Feaver, the matter of the Tumor is 
nereby fixed and impacted which otherwife 
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might 
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might have furrendred unto proper and power- 
ful Medicines duly ufed. And ¢ contra, by too 
great Dryers and Heaters, the thinner part 1s 
evaporated, and the groffer remains; therefore 
medio tuti\fimus ibis 5 good refolutive .traxfpi- 
ring Medicines , taking their turns with the ule 
of proper Cathartics, is the fafe and beft way. 

Thefe (cirrhovs Tumors, although they are 
not fo dangerous for the prefent:,' except they 
be very great, or cancerous; yet they are the 
foundation of fome chrovic or. lingering difea- 
fes; which proves very contumacious, and fome- 
times incurable , efpecially if the Tumor be la- 
tent and concealed : and a Heéfic Feaver fome- 
times takes its rife from hence; which if you 
think to cure by Ewulifous, Reftauratives, and 
cooling Drinks , you will be much miftaken in 
your purpofe and endeavours. 

Thefe /cirrhows Tumors, fome are with pain, 
fome without : thofe that have pain are more 
hopeful ( except they be cazcerows) but thofe 
which are infenfible upon preflure, are more dif- 
ficult, or incurable. Now according to the na- 
ture and degree of depravedve/f in the continent 
matter, and from the part affected, fo are thefe 
Tumors better or worfe to be dealt with. And 
becaufe thefe Tumors are internal and hid from 
the eye 5 therefore judgment is to be given of 
them from their “sation, and from the con/titu- 
tion , with other circumf{tances of the Patients 
body. 

But although. thele /cirrhows Tumors are thus 
difficult 
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difficult to be undertaken and managed} yet 
the(e are not the worft,and they may arrive far- 
ther, and to a more dangerous ftate: as when 
Tumors tm their variation and degeneration do 
turn cancerous 5 and this is apt to. be in fuch bo- 
dies as abound with a black feculent blood ; or 
a thick blood adujt by intemperate heat: and 
by how much the blood thus exceeds in this 
preternatural condition, by fo much the Cazcer 
is compleated, confirmed, and the worfe ; and 
this fupervenes a Scirrhus commonly , as being 
an apt previous. difpofition ; (but may happen 
alfo without a Scrrrhus preceding, from other 
Tumors degenerating into Cawcers ) and there- 
fore in the Cure of fetrrhons Tumors , great cir- 
cumfpection and diligence is to be ufed, left by 
their delay and continuance, or improper uflage 
of Medicines, thefe Z#wors do not become caz- 
cerons and defperate , as fometimes it falls out 


fo. 


Now a [zor is {aid to be cazcerous, when it > 


turns into a dark reddith, or livid and blackith 
eolour , declaring this tran{mutatton and dege- 
nerate ftate. The beginning of thele Cancers 
are very {mall in compafs (as thofe that prefent 
outwardsdo manifeft their gradual inlargement) 
but by time they increafe and grow big, with 
tumified Veins round about.

Thefe Tumors fometimes are occafioned from 
the ~enftrual fuppreffion in womien; and He- 
morrhoidal in men: and when it happens fo,- 
thofe caufes are to be removed with fpeed. 

Great skill and circum{pection is to be ufed 
in Tumors of this nature; left provoking the 

| Continent matter , 1t grow more fierce , cating 
| and ulcerating 5 and. from a cancerous Twor, 
it become a cancerous {preading Uker, which is 
worfe : now the figns of this Tumor inclining to 
break and ulcerate are, great heat and palfation 
| In the part. 
| The difficulty or incutability of Caxcers lye 
| here; for that the cancerous matter will. not 
| yield to digeftion or difcuffion: and this becaufe 
the part dffected is debilitated and overcome; 
| by this depraved, malign matter, that it cannot 
exercife its tranfmutative and digeftive power ; 
| nor will this cazcerous matter obey Difeuffives; 
| by reafon of the vifcidity and groffnef thereof: 
| wherefore Hippocrates gave fentence , That fich 
| are not cured but by fectiou or uftion: and yet 
jthis is not to be doné , except the Camcer be 
| fmall; and in fuch a part as will admit of ampu- 
) tation. ee 
If Cancers external are thus difficult to be rtia- 
naged , although they appear to the eye, and 
are fubjet to manual operation and tractation ; 
the ixterval muft be greater and more hazar- 
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dous, where they cannot be applied unto after 
this manner, with convenient Lop7cal Medicines: 
therefore prevention in time is mainly to be en- 
deavoured, when a Tzmor is generated , left it 
change into this dangerous condition : for T 
find by the defign of Praéifers in the Remedies 
appointed , that palliation is fought for , the 
Cure not hoped for. 

The grand intention to be profecuted for 
Cure , is to change the condition of the blood, 
which does feed and fupply this Camcer 5 fo that 


the antecedent caufe being taken away, the 7

The means indicated for Cure of thefe cance- | 


rous Tumors are branched into three parts: Die-

HE Latine word Olceus is derived of %,- 
x@., fignifying a disjunction of parts or 
folution of continuity: but to diftinguith this 
from other folutions of continuity 5 an Ulcer 
does yield a Savies or purulent matter; fo that 
a Wound coming to digeftion and affording pus, 
may, then be called an Occer : and any part that 
is gauled, raw, and tender, the covering Mem- 
brane being fretted and eaten away by fome 
fharp humor, or other caufe, it {tiled Excoriation 
only, until it produce corrupt matter and then 
it is’ properly called an Uker : thus internal parts 
are fometimes excoriated, raw, and painful , but 
cicatrized or skinned again before it arrive to 
the degree of an Ulcer. And thus it is moft fre- 
quently in the urinary ductures or paflages, and. 
fometimes in the Guts; but fuch Excoriations 
are not to be flighted or neglected , left they 
beget Okceration, as fometimes it falls out fo. 

By external or outward Oklcers which are 
manifeft to the eye, you may conceive of inter- 
nal Okers 5 for they arife from the fame caufes, 
and have the fame accidents : but I fhall not 
inlarge upon all the accidental differences that 
attend upon, and diftinguifh external Ulcers, as 
not fo pertinent and néceflary to our fubject in 
hand, | 

The-eflential and moft confiderable diffe- 
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rence of Ulcers does arife from their caufés, and 
from the part affected; which bears the great 
{way in curing, and from whence the chief indi- 
cations are taken; for although in external U/- 
cers Other accidental differences may be obfer- 
ved and noted’; yet in mternal Oseers, fuch dif 
ferences cannot be regarded, as being obf{cured 
or Ind : fo that whether they be broad or nar- 
row, deep or fhallow , /uloxs or otherwile, is 
not pofitively to-be faid; and if it were known, 
in{titution or method of Cure could not be fo 


varied as external are capable of, by reafon thefe | 


are fubject to manual traGation. 

The continent caufes of Ukers, are fach mat- 
ter as emane.and How from thence; and that is 
of three forts: Ichor, Pus, and Sordes. 

— The firft is an schorous or fanious matter, ‘be- 

ing thin, indigefted and watry , or diluted 

bloody. 

_ The fecond is a.Pus or purulentumatter, of a 

better confiftence and conco&ed thicker. 

~ The third is:a fordid foul matter , more thick 

and glutinous. *$ . 

The ichorous thin matter ufually affvesin the 

beginning of Uleers , and denotes indigettion 5 

and alfo.at any time.afterwardsidoes declare the 

fame , that the User is inot in a good healing 

condition. —- . 

_ The Pas or-purulent -matter fignifies the O- 

cer to be in a better ftate of healing 5 and if it 

be white and fweet, thefe are good figns. 

The fordid grof-matter does ‘intimate a pre- 
arts ts ; ternatural 
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ternatural heat of the parts ftrongly exficcating, 
but not healing 5 for as much as this matter 1s 
foul and ftinking. 

Ulcers for their manner of generation and 
rife, may be caufed thefe four ways: by Erafon, 
by Fricatiow, Apoftemation, and Contagion. 

1. By Erofion Ulcers are begotten in any part 
of the body, when a fharp corrofive humor does 
excoriate and eat into the fubftance of any 
part : and being thus injured , is thereby per- 
verted in its office , and felf-prefervation; eon- 
verting that nutritious Succus which comes for 
its fupply, into an wlcerous degenerate matter, no 
way ufeful but to be excreted and voided. 

And thus a PArhafis, an Ulcer of the Lungs is 
fometimes generated , from a fharp Ser# inva- 
ding that tender part: and thus a Dyfextery is 
fometimes begotten, being an ulceration of the 
Giés, from fharp excoriating humors: and thus 
an ulceration in the Meatus Pewis is bred, from 
afharp eroding Gexerrhea: and an Ulcer in the 
neck of the Bladder may be planted there, by a 
{harp gauling Urine, 

2. By Frication or attrition 5 as when any 
hard, bony, or {tony fubftance, does fret, raze, 
and excoriate a part: and thus a ftone begets 
an Ulcer inthe Kidueys or Bladder , and fome- 
times in other parts of the body. 

3. By Apoftemation 5 as when ally A ftem 
breaketh and difchargeth its matter, an leer is 
left behind, though the Apaffe be gone: and 
thus are Ucers generated {ometimes in the Ear,

vitals Of them Partner , ftom whence venereal 
Overs do atifé: and thus-men whole Seed is 
tainted; do infect found women, and caufe viru- 
lent Olcers in their Privities 3 ‘which malignit 
not being well managed ‘and mattered by skill, 
and efficacious Medicines, it fpreads , breaks 
forth, and begets Users in many other parts of 
the body : as‘at large I have fet forth in ano- 
ther Tract, entituled , The Myftery of the Vene- 
real Lines. 
Internal C’Lers, though they difappear , yet 
are known to te by thefe figns, 
Firit, Pain, which is more or lefs according - 
to the nature and fenfibility of the part. , 
secondly , From preceding caufes, as Inflam- 
mation or Tumor preceding , whofe Symptoms 
being allayed and ceafed; yet pain remains. 
Thirdly and manifefttly , From excretion of 
wicerous matter , where there is any ducture or 
outlet for difcharge : by the Inteftines , by the 
Privities, the Nofe, Ears, or Mouth > but where 
there is no paflage or vent, it corrupts the con- 
taining part, and is mortal, except a pafiage can 
be made by fection. | . 
| Oleers 
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Cleers from their caufes, their aptnefs and in- 
aptnefs for healing 5 fome are bevigy, mild, and 
tractable : others are malign, very difficult , or 
incurable, 

The bexigv and mild, are fuch as arife in fan- 
guine found bodies , and the younger people, 
having no ill Symptoms or adjuncts of impedi- 
ment 5 the matter of fuch Users is a laudable 
Pus, or otherwife apt for digeftion, more yield- 
ing, and readily commanded by Medicines. 

Malign Ulcers , and contumacious, difficult, 
or intractable , are fuch as are fordid , fetid, 
ichorous, unctious, dolorous, corroding, and de- 
pafcent , of long continuance, virulent, cance- 
rous, fiftulous, cavernous’; the produés or ef- 
fe& of malignant difeafes; as venereal Lwes, Le- 
profte, Peftilence, &c. in cacheic habits of body, 
hydropic, hedic, aged, confumptive and decayed 
perfons: in principal , and difficult parts of the 
body 5 as the Brain , Lungs, Liver, Spleen, &e. 
the Spondyls of the Back, and great Junétures. 

Since Ulcers are thus various in their nature, 
from the feveral conditions of bodies, and dif 
eafes that they arife from , or depend on, and 
the difference of parts wherein they are feated ; 
a general Method of healing, and ‘courlé of Me- 
dicines cannot be inftituted and appointed ; 
but every cafe hath its peculiar complication ‘of 
circumi{tances, as directory indications to be re- 
marked , from whence a defignment , method, 
and adaptation of Medicines is formed, fuitable 
to the particularity and different cafe of every 

indivi- 
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individual Patzext ; and therefore I have not | 


proceeded to the Rules and Medicines for Cu- 
ration. 

Only thus much I fhall note to you, asa 
grand obfervable in the Cure of thele Okers : 
That fuch as arife from fome remarkable di- 
eafe, as Droplie, Scorbute, Venereal Lues, or other 
malign and Cacochymical habits of body 5 that 


thefe Uicers are not to be cured until the dit 


eafe and evil {tate of the body on which they 
do depend, be reduced to a good condition or 
mediocrity of conftitution : for the antecedent 
caufe which firft produced the Oscer, muft be 
removed before the U/eer ts capable of healing 5 
becaufe of the continual f{upply of peccant mat- 
ter brought to the ulcerated part; and there- 
fore application is firft to be made there, elfe 
all endeavours will be fruftrate. 

And farther, the defignment of thefe Cures, 
are not to be paralleled with, nor levelled by, 
the methods and intentions that the common 
Rules in Chirurgery have laid down 3 for as 
much as many of them are erroneoufly-ground- 
ed, and deferve great correction and amend- 
ment, which hereafter will be pointed out and 
difcuffed ; for we have not room here, nor 
time now to ingage in that Controverfie , and 
mutt refer it to the next opportunity.

ultra in vitality isa Gaxgrene, being a borderer

And although Gamwgrenes are thus ranked 
next to Users, and it falls out fo fometimes in 
the preternatural courfe of Nature (if I may fo 
{peak} yet it is not always fo 5 but a part may 
and does gangrene fometimes before it be ulce- 
rated , for Inflammations and Tumors do gan- 
grene as oft as Ulcers: but Gangrenes are placed 
in this order after Ukers , as being the worft 
and laft worbows {tate that can come, and be- 


| yond this there is no difeafe: for although 


Mortification be fet down after Gangrene , yet 
this isno difeale , vita extinda non eft morbus 3 
for difeafes are feated in the life, corpus vivens eff

The external and primitive caufes of Gan- 
greves are 3 Contufion , Vulneration, Congelation, 
Combuftion, Conftridion, Poyfon. 
» Contufion {ometimes introduceth a Gangrene 
by coagulating and fixing the blood fo firmly 
in the part contufed, that thereby the life 1s fup- 
uy preft and overcome: for communication and in- 
aa tercourfe with other parts of the bedy which jis 
ryt requifite, being’ thus denied, the life extinguith- 
eth: befides, the coagulated bruifed bleod re- 
maining long undifcutied , does putrifie, and 
gangrene. | 
Vulnevation or fedion {ometimes procures a 
Gangrene, when the vital Principle is fo debili- 
tated, or enormous by the wound, that'inftead 
of a good fuppuration and vigorous. tran{mu- 
tation, a depraved matter is generated ,; which 
corrupts and gavgrenes the part: and:thus.a {mall 
eut of a fizger or Toe hath gangrened, and killed 
the perfon: but in greater Wounds, the danger 
is greater, as more frequently to happen.

zardous, though advifed. and practifed frequent- 
ly by fome Chirurgeovs in thele cafes, ufing cold, 
aftringent, emplaftic Cataplafs 5 ex farin. hord. 
bole armen. album.ovor. aceto,&c. when an Inflam- 
mation appears, 

Conbujtion fometimes begets a Gangrene, and 
deftroys the life of the part ; when by negle@ 
thereupon, or improper means ufed, relief is not 
duly afforded : and thus by Camteries and Can- 
fics {ometimes a member becomes mortified. 
Now Oftion or great hurt by burning, caufeth 
Gangrenes by corrugating, {hrinking, and fear- 
ing up the Vefiels ,, that they cannot bring fap- 
ply of.vital Spirits and nutriment to the part. 

Conftricéion or compreffion procures a Gan- 

rene, by intercepting of vital communication ; 
i that the member thereby is as it were fepara- 
ted and cut off from the body, and fountain of 
life : for the parts are maintained by influxed 
rays and {treams of vital heat and moifture to 
the remotett parts of the body, but being depri- 
ved thereof they dye: thus a Ligature drawn 
{trait about the Arm or Leg, and continuing 
too long, may gangrene and mortifie the part, 
by excommunicating it from commerce with, 
and participation of the general life, 

And thus fometimes internal. {cirrhows Tumors 
do comprefs the Veflels and ob{trué them: of 

this 
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this F'zbricius Hildanws gives an example of one 
that a Gangrene feized both his legs, of which 
he dyed: the caufe was latent , until by diffe- 
dion he found a (cirrbous Tumor about the Vewa 
eava defcending, between the Reizs, where this 
great Vein divides ito two parts to fupply 
Both legs. | 

Poyjons, fome of them do gangrene by concre- 
ting and condenfing the blood, {topping the cas 
nals and fuffocating the life, as the Venom of a 
Scorpion and Afp: others by putrifying and cor- 
rupting the blood , or fome other part where 
they chiefly difcharge their venom, 

Internal and conjunct caufes of Gangrenes are, 
Inflammation , corrupt, venenous, or malignant 
matter, that preys upon, and deftroys the vital 


| Principle 5 _ftagzation of the blood, or what elfe 


may intercept commerce and fupply from the 
fountain of life. 

The Characters or figns declaring a Gazgrene 
are thefe: the fenfe of feeling decays , the co- 
Jour changeth and inclines to be livid or 
blackith, the fleth grows flaccid and frigid: but 
when the Gangrene proceeds on to a Sphacelus 
or perfect mortification , thefe Symptoms then 
are aggravated, and appear more eminent; fenfe 
is quite abolifhed , and the part becomes fetid 
and cadaverons. 

Gangrenes are very feldom mentioned in 
Praéice 3 and you fhall rarely hear of any per 
fon to dye of a Gangrene 5 yet I muft believe 
Cand. not. without good grounds) that many 

thoufands 
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thoufands dye by an internal Gangrene, not ta- 
ken notice of : for if the major part , at leat a 


great part, do dye with a high Feaver or Philp. 
| Zolts, we may rationally then conclude , that a 


angrene is frequently conjoyned as the |aft 


| Aor inthe Tragedy and immediate caufe of 
| death : for Gangrenes do commonly fupervene 
| Inflammations where they are mortal: and thus 
| alfo Inflammations from fractures and diflocati- 
| ons, often bring on a Gangrene. 


And in malignant high Feavers thereare fome- 


| times fuch vibrces, marks of mortified blood, and 
| black mouths, which do {trongly fuggelt a Gax- 
| grene within the body. 


And for thofe that perifh by the Plague in {0 


| fhort a time, whofe venemous matter fhews it - 
| felf by Spots, Velicles, Buboes, and Carbuncles s 
| moft of thefe dye gangrened. 


And many of thofe that expire by the {inal 
Pox, have a Gangrene in fome parts the putrid 


| matter being lodged there, Nature not able to 


| protrude and bring it forth : and it is very rea- 
| fonable to affert this; for, ifa Gavgrene will 
_arife out of a very {mall portion of matter ex- 
travafated , defluxed , or congefted in a part 5 


)then'where the whole body abounds with ma- 


lign putrefaction and overflows with it, any part 
thereof remaining within the body , may and 
does very often corrupt and gangrene that part. 
That our Opinions are not fo extravagant

Now as touching the Cure of Gangrene, 
there is not any one Method or particular Me- 
dicine for Gangrenes 5 but they require fuch va- 
riation of Cure according to the difference 
of their caufes from whence they do arife, with 
refpect to the part affeGed. — 

And therefore we cannot point out any ge- 
neral courfe that may be applicable to this great 
difeafe ; but indications of particular and {pe- 
cial cafés muft vary , and will make exceptions 
again{t it: So that the rational Phyfician per- 
pending and duly see 1 the nature of the 
difeafé and variations thereof, as aforefaid, with 
the Symptoms and. circumftances attending 5 
mutt defion fuch a Method, and adapt fuch Me- 
dicines pro re zata, as may beft fuit with the 
urgency of this dangerous and threatning Ma- 
lady. :

Aliment mutt undergo feveral tranfmutations 
and digeftions : in which previows difpofition 
and gradual preparation for nutrition , there is 
a feparation made , the nutritive and ufeful 


part , from the excrementitious and unnecefia- ° 


ry: the defécated utile part defigned for ali- 
ment , is {till conveyed trom one digeftion to 
another, for a farther elaboration, until it hath 
received the complement and. full perfection 
intended by Nature: the excrementitious and

inutile part feparated in this courfe , is tranf 


~ mitted and received by fizks, chanels, and vent- 


holes peculiarly ‘appointed and framed for fach 
conveyance and difcharge out of the body, as 
the Guts, urivary Duétures , Nofe, Ears, Pores 


of the Skin: which paflaces, if at any time ob* 


{tructed and ftopt', the detriment and fenfible 
damage foon confirms the neceflity of their ufe 
and office. 

And as Nature hath thus appointed and fra- 
med in the body thee Vents and Outlets for the 
daily difcharging of excrementitious and fuper- 
fluous matter , which elfe would deprave and 
corrupt the body , fuffocate and. ftifle the life, 
ifnot in fome meafure duly evacuated : in imi- 
tation therefore of ‘Natures contrivance , Art 
hath invented Fovtanels and Setons as Ports 
and Vents, to be placed here or there, ( as the 
variety of occafions require) to fupply Natures 
infufficiency and inability to help her felf in 
the difcharge and ennflion of fuperfuous or 
depraved matter, which produceth various dif- 
eales and Symptoms , according to the feveral 
proprieties of their nature. and degeneration ; 
or from organical difference , and peculiar offi- 
ces of the parts they invade and. infeft. 

And having fuch artificial paflages of egrefs 
{et open, by which Nature finds:her felf allevia- 
ted ‘and difburdened thereby 5 does daily trant{- 


mit and fend any ‘exuberant worbific humors

But although thefe Fowtanels are of good 
ufe in the cafes aforefaid 5, yet they.are not to 
be relied on as curative Remedies; that is, they 
do not eradicate a difeafe, becaufé they do not 
apply. to the {pring where it does arifes but 
they give vent, and tufn the curféne of a hu- 
mor this way , or that way., that it fhall not 
overflow to do hurt other ways. They mixo- 
rate and leffen the morbific matter, and abate 
the extravagant productions and growth of a 
luxuriant humor , ‘and are but remedia a poite- 
riovi: So that thefe Lfues do not hinder ; muft 
not juftle out the ufe of good Medicines that 
muft take away the antecedent caufe; and ra- 
dically cure 5 by applying to the fountain and 
rife of a difeafe , the part primarily affected and 
deficient in office , that 1s the .ortginal caufe of 


any producted noxious matter. 


For the right placing of {ues , that they 
may proye advantageous for the purpofes in- 
tended 5 you are to confider whether the cafe 
requires a geveral evacuation only , or-revelfon 
and evacuation’, or. derivation and evacuation. 
{f only a. general evacuation anfwers your in- 
tention , then fet your Foxtanel in the left 
Arm: but if for revulfoe ofa humor , it mult 
be remote from the part affeCted or complain-

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ing 5 but if derivation be moft convenient, 
then the Je muft be near the part affected. 
Sometimes an {ve is placed in the part affed- 
ed, to empty and evacuate a morbific humor 
lodged there. 

Secondly , Having thus determined the part 
or member 5; you are then to chufe a fit place 
for the Ize , obferving diligently the pofition 
and motion of the Mujcles, elfe your Lue will 
not be fo beneficial nor lye eafie: for if ic be 
fet upon, or too near a Lezdon, or in the body 
of the Mufcle , the motion and attrition of the

- tanels thus placed, do divert and turn off a de- 


fuxion or current of humors that mvade the 
Lungs and therefore fuch asare troubled with 
Coughs from a deftillation of Rheum into the 
Breaft, and are inclining to be confumptive, will 
find benefit thereby. 

In the Grotv Iffues may be fet for difeafes of 
the Liver or Spleen , oblerving the rectitude of 
parts ; the right fide for the Liver, the left fide 
for the Spleen : this place alfo is convenient for 
derivation of the morbific humor that caufeth 
Sciatica-pains , and pains of the Back towards 
the lower end of the Spive , and about the 
Loins. The Glavdules in the Groin are ap- 
pointed to receive fuperfluous and excremen- 
titious humors, which being readily difcharged 
again by I/es., the current of morbific matter 
will then more freely refort thither , and ex- 
onerate fuch parts adjacent as are infefted and 
opprefied therewith. 

“The Thich and Leg-alfo are places for Povta- 
nels, to make a revulfion of humors that moleft 
and 
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and injure the fuperior parts; and alfo may 
ferve for a general evacuation. In the Thigh 
an Ifue is ufually placed a little above the 
Kee , as being moft fit there for a binding to 
keep on-: as alfo in. the Leg a little below the 
Knee, the infide of the gartering place. 

The Ife being made, whether by Cauftic or 
Seétion, the orifice muft be kept open with fome 
pellet 5 for which commonly the largeft fore 
of Peafe is made ufe of , and continued, ex- 
cept fome occafion by alteration or condition 
of the Foxtanel caufeth variation 5 and then 
fometimes little balls are made of fuy-wood, 
Gentian-root, Orris, or HermodaG yls,8zc. as the 
cafe may require. 

The firft dreflings of the Ifie for two or 
three days a digefting Plafter is to be laid on ; 
afterwards an Ivy-leaf may be ufed , which at.

and night: that is, to take out the Peafe , wipe 


the place, and put in another. 


If the Jue fills up at the bottom, and makes 
the Peafe to ftart, then lay a Groat upon the 
place next under the binding , which will 
ee si the Peafe , and continue the Pontanel 
deep. 

If the brim or edge of the [jue rife high with 
proud flefh , {prinkle a little powder of burnt 
Alum upon it, for one or two dreffings, which 
will bring it down even with the Cuticula.

then you mutt fiffer this to clofe or heal up, 
and another muft be made higher in the proper 
place convenient. 3 

The clofing or healing up of an Iie, not 
fub{tituting another elfewhere , 1s warily to be 
done by advice, elfe you may run a hazard and 
be in. danger thereby ; for fome upon this ace 
count have loft their lives: for Nature having 
found fich a conveniency and help, does expect 
and requires it to be continued , until theocca-

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fion be otherwife prevented, and caufe removed - 
by Medicine, or Nature better able to difcharge. 
and fice her felf by the Ewunéfories and outlets 

of her own appointment. Now if prematurely 
and unfeafonably , this artificial paflage be de- 
nied and ftopt up, there being caufe for the 

contrary 5 the confluence of humors then meet- 

ing and gathering at the place, regurgitates 

back again with united force and greater cur-_ 
rent 5 at which Nature being furprifed unexpe-’ 
edly, and having made no provifton to fecure 
her felf from fuch a Reflux , the fame preterna- 
tural Symptoms and ill affects, againft which the 
Iffue was firft appointed; or rather much worfe, 
will enfue thereupon. 

Before the clofing up of an [fze, thefe things 
are to be confidered: the caufe for which it was 
appointed ; what effects, alteration or abate- 
ment of the infirmities fince; the age of the 
perfon, whether in youth, {trength of Nature, 
or declining years, and what {tate of healththe 
perfon hath for fome time enjoyed, and is now 
in: which are to be adjudged and determined 
varioully , as particular cafes and their cireum- 
ftanccs ollated do fuggeft: but generally the 
body is to be accounted in a better or worfe 
condition, as the humor iffuing does appear : 
ichorous, foarp, bloody, and fordid matter, {melling 
firong or ftinking, much in qvantity, declare the 
body to be cacochymical and foul, the Juyces 
depraved and degenerate, and require the L/fre 
to be continued: but the matter ifuing mhrte,
